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PREFACE. 

SOME  notice  of  the  extraordinary 
fuccefs  of  this  little  volume,  and  the 
various  improvements  it  has  undergone, 
will  not,  we  hope,  be  thought  unnecefl'a- 
ry.  The  firft  edition(printed  in  London) 
contained  as  much  only  as  was  v/ritten  by 
b^ron  Mun  haufen,  and  extends  to  page 
40  of  this  edition.  The  fccond  part, 
which  commences  in  4^>  is  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  another  pen,  written  in  the  Baron’s 
manner. 

Some  of  the  hints,  and  a  few  of  the 
fafts,  are  taken  from  Lucians  ^rue 
Hijioryy'  as  he  ironically  calls  it,  particu¬ 
larly  a  (hort  account  of  fwch  things  as 
were  difeovered  in  the  Moon,  Lucian’s 
motive  for  writing  fuch  extraordinary 
tales  were,  partly  to  entertain  the  reader,- 
after  more  fevere  fludies,  and  partly  as  a 
fatire  upon  fome  writers  who  had  related 
a  number  of  monftrous  and  incredible 
ftories  in  their  works. 

Baron  Munchaufen  is  a  man  of  great 
original  humour  j  and  well  calculated  to 
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awaken  and  put  to  fhanne  the  practice 
of  lying,  or,  as  it  is  politely  called,  draw¬ 
ing  the  Long  Bow. 

The  fudden  eftimation  which  this  work 
is  grown  into,  is  aftrong  proofthatthe  pub- 
lie  have  feen  its  moral  tendency  in  a  proper 
light;  it  might  have  been  entitled,  viih 
great  propriety.  The  Liar's  Monitor  : 
— Surely  no  vice  is  more  contemptible 
than  a  habit  of  abufing  the  ears  of  our 
friends  with  falfehoods. 

In  the  preface  to  Gulliver’s  Travels, 
which  is  a  fine  piece  of  irony,  we  find  the 

following  paflage - There  is  an  air 

**  of  truth  apparent  through  the  whole  of 
thefc  travels :  and,  indeed,  the  author 
was  fo  diftinguiflied  for  veracity,  that 
it  became  a  fort  of  proverb  among  his 
neighbours  when  any  one  affirmed  a 
thing,  it  was  as  true  as  if  Gulliver 
had  fpoken  it.'’ 

The  editor  of  thefe  Adventures  hum¬ 
bly  hopes  they  will  alfo  be  received  with 
the  fame  marks  of  refpeft,  and  the  excla-  * 
mation  of  that’s  a  munchausen,  giv¬ 
en  hereafter  to  every  article  of  authentic 
inteligence.

I  SET  off  from  home  on  rhy  journey  to 
Rv'flia,  in  the  midfl  of  Winter,  from 
a  juft  notion  that  froft  and  fnow  muft  of 
courfe  mend  the 'roads,  which  every  trav- 

*  IheB^ron  is  fuppofed  to  relate  thcfc  adven¬ 
tures  over  his  bottle,  when  furrounded  by  his 
friendf* 
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cller  had  defcribcd  as  uncommonly  bad 
through  the  northern  parts  of  Germany, 
Polland,  Courtland,  and  Livonia.  I 
went  on  hoifeback,  which  is  the  moft 
convenient  manner  of  travelling.  I  was 
but  lightly  cloathed  ;  of  this  I  felt  the  in¬ 
convenience  ,  the  more  I  advanced  north* 
call.  What  muft  not  a  poor  old  man 
have  fuffered  in  that  fevere  weather  and 
climate,  whom  1  faw  on  a  bleak  com¬ 
mon,  in  Polland,  lying  on  the  road,  help- 
iefs,  fliivering,  and  hardly  having  where¬ 
withal  to  cover  his  nakednefs. 

I  pitied  the  poor  foul ! - Though  I 

felt  the  feverity  of  the  air  myfelf,  I  threw 
my  mantle  over  him,  and  immediately 
hearh  a  voice  from  the  heavens,  blelbng 
me  for  that  piece  of  charity,  faying, 

“You  will  be  rewarded,  my  fon,  for 
this  in  time.’’ 

1  went  on  :  night  and  darknefs  over¬ 
took  me.  No  village  was  to  be  feen. 
The  country  was  covered  with  fnow, 
and  I  was  unacquainted  with  the 
roads. 
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Tired,  1  alighted  at  laft,  aud  fattened 
sny  horfe  to  fomething  like  a  pointed 
flump  of  a  tree,  which  appeared  above 
the  £how.  For  the  fake  of  fafety  I  placed 
my  piftols  under  my  arm,  and  lay  down 
in  the  fnow,  where  I  flept  fo  foundly, 
that  I  did  not  open  my  eyes  till  it  was 
day  light.

IT  was  foTie  time  before  I  could  obtain 
a  commiffion  in  the  army,  and  for  lev- 
cral  months  I  was  perfeftly  at’  liberty  to 
(port  away  my  time  and  money  in  the 
moil  gentlefnan-like  naanner.  You  may 
eafily  imagine,  that  I  fpent  much  of  both, 
outof  to.vn,  with  fuch  gallant  fellows,  as 
knew  how  to  make  the  mod  of  an  open 
fored  country.

ly  defcrihed, - Attacked  by  a  wolfe, 

which  he  turns  infide  out. — Is  aJJaiUd 
by  a  mad  dog^  from  wh\ch  he  ejcapes^ 
—I he  Barron* s  cloak  feized  with  mad,^ 
nefs^  and  throws  his  whole  wardrobe  in* 
to  confufton* 

OU  have  heard,  I  dare  fay,  of  the 


hunter's  and  fportman’s  faint  and  pro¬ 


tector,  St.  Hubei  t  ;  and  of  the  noble 
flag,  which  appeared  to  him  in  the  fored, 
with  the  holy  crofs  between  his  antlers,  I 
have  paid  my  homages  to  that  faint  every 
year  in  good  feilowfhip,  and  feen  this  flag 
athoufind  times,  either  painted  in  chur¬ 
ches,  or  embroidered  in  the  (lars  of  his 
knishts;  fo  that  upon  the  honor  and  con- 
feien -C  of  a  good  Ipurtfman,  1  hardly 
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knuv/  whether  tiiere  may  no**  have  been 
formeilyj  or  whether  there  are  not  uch 
eroded  ftags,  even  at  this  preienc  day, 
Buc  let  me  rather  fell  whac  I  have  feen 
rnyfelf.  Having  one  day  fpenc  all  my  foot 
I  found  rnyfelf  unexpedledly  in  prefence 
or  a  ilactly  dag,  looking  at  me  as  uncon¬ 
cernedly,  as  if  he  had  known  of  my  emp¬ 
ty  pouches,  /charged  immediately  with  ' 
powder,  and  upon  it  a  handful  of  cherry 
ftones/or  I  had  fucked  the  fruit  as  far  as  the 
hurrv’d  permit.  Thus  1  let  fly  at  him,  and  “ 
hit  him  jufl:  on  the  middle  of  the  forehead, 
between  his  antlers.  It  dunned  him— -he 
daggered— yet  he  made  off.  A  year  or 
two  after,  being  with  a  party  in  the 
fame  fored — I  beheld  a  noble  dag  with  a 
fine  fu!!-growri  cherry-tree  above  ten  feet 
high  between  his  ant’ers.  I  immediately 
recolleded  my  former  adventure,  looked 
upon  him  as  my  prc^pertv,  and 
brought  hi(Ti  to  the  ground  by  one  fiiot, 
which  at  once  gave  me  the  haunch  and 
cherry-dmee  ;  for  the  tree  was  covered 
wuh  the  riched  fruit,  the  like  I  never 
had  taded  before.— Who  knows  but  feme 


pafTionate  holy.fportfminj  or  fpcrting  ab¬ 
bot,  or  bifliop,  may  have  fiior,  planted, 
and  fixed  the  crofs  between  the  antlers 
of  Su  Hubert’s  in  a  manner  fi  nilar 
to  this  :  they  always  have  been  and  ftill 
are  famous  for  plantations  of  croffes  and 
antlers;  and  in  a  cafe  or'difirefsor  di¬ 
lemma,  whiuh  too  often  happens  to  keen 
fportfmen,  one  is  apt  to  grafpat  any  thing 
forfafety,  and  to  try  any  expedient,  rather 
than  mifs  the  favourable  opportunity.  I 
have  many  times  found  myfelf  in  that  try¬ 
ing ‘fituation. 

What  do  you  fay/ of  this,  for  example  ? 
—^Day-light  and  })()wdcr  were' fpcnt  o'ne 
day  in  a  Polifh  foreft-.  When  I  was  goirg 
home,  a  terrible  bear  made  up  to  me  in 
great  fpeed,  with  open  mouth,  ready  to 
fall  upon  me  ;  all  my  pockets  werc’fearch- 
ed  in  an' irifiapt  for  poivder  and  ball,  but 
in  vain,  T  found  nothing  but  two  tpare 
flin:s:oneI  flung  with  all  my  n  ight  into 
the  rnonfler’s  open'  jaws,  down  his  throat* 
It  gave  him  great  pain,  and  made  him 
turn  about,  fo  that  1  could  level  the  fee- 
ond  at  his  back  door,  which,  indeed,  1  did 
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with  wonderfull  foccefa,  for  it  flew  in, 
met  the  firft  flint  in  the  ftumach,  (truck 
fire,  and  blew  up  the  bear  with  a  terrible 
exploiion.  Though  I  came  fafe  ofF  that 
time,  yet  I  fliould  not  wifb  to  try  it  again, 
or  venture  againft  bears  with  no  other 
ammunition. 

There  is  a  kind  of  fatality  in  it.  The 
fierceft  and  moft  dangerous  animals  gen¬ 
erally  came  upon  me  whendefcnclefs,  as  if 
thev  had  a  notion  or  an  inftinftive  intima- 
tion  of  it.  Thus  a  frightful  wolf  rufhed 
upon  me  fo  fuddenly,  and  lb  clofe,  that  I 
could  do  nothing  but  follow  mechanical 
inftinft,  and  thruft  my  fid  into  his  mouth. 
For  fafety’s  fake  I  pulhed  on  and  on,  till 
my  arm  was  fairly  in,  up  to  the  (houlder. 
How  fliould  1  difengage  myfelfj  /was 
not  much  pleafed  with  my  aukward  fitu- 
ation — with  a  wolf  face  to  face— our  og¬ 
ling  was  not  of  the  moft  pleafant  kind* 
K  1  withdrew  my  arm,  then  the  animal 
would  fly  the  more  furioufiy  upon  me,  that 
/faw  in  his  flanningeyes.  Inftiort,  1  laid 
hold  of  his  entrails,  turned  him  infide  out 
like  a  glove,  and  flung  him  to  the  ground, 
where  1  left  hinrif

The  fame  expedient  would  not  have 
anfwered  againft  a  mad  dog,  which  foon 
after  came  running  a'gatrift  me  in  a  narrow 
ftreet  at  St.  Peterfburgh.  Run  who  can, 
I  thought  j  and  the  better  to  run,  I  threw 
olF  my  fur  cloak,  and  was  fafc  within 
doors  in  an  inftant.  1  fent  my  fervantfor 
the  cloak,  and  he  put  it  in  the  wardrobe 
with  my  other  clothes.  The  day  after  I 
was  amazed  and  frightened  by  Jack’s 
bawling  ;  “For  God’s  fake.  Sir,  your  fur 
cloak  is-  mad  !”  I  haftened  up  to  him, 
and  found  almoft  all  my  clothes  tolTeil 
about  and-toorn  to  pieces.  The  fellow  was 
perfectly  right  in  his  apprehenfions  about 
the  fur  cloak’s  madnefs.  /  faw  him  myfelf 
juft  then  falling  upon  a  ftne  full-drefs  fuit 
which  he  ihook  ^nd  tofifed  in  an  uninti> 
«ful  mapner.

7 be  tffeSs  ef  great  aSlivity  and  prefence 
of  mind — ^  favourite  bound  defcribed, 
which  not  only  changes  its fex^  hut  its Jpe- 
ties  ifups  while  purfuing  a  ha^e  •,  the 
hare  alfo  litters,  while  pur fued^  ly  ,  the 
bound.- — Prefented  with  a  famous  horfe 
by  Count  Przobosjki  with  which  be  per • 
forms  many  extraordinary  feats.

All thefe  narrow  and  hicky  efcapes, 
gentlemeni  were  chances  turned  to 
advantagCy  by  jwefence  of  naind  aad  vig¬ 
orous  exertions  ;  which  taken  together^ 
as  every  body  knows,  makes  the  fortunate 
Iportfman,  fatlor,  and  foldier;  but  he 
would  be  a  very  blamable  and  imprudent 
fportfman,  admiral,  or  general,  who  would 
always  depend  upon  chance  and  his  (lars, 
without  troubling  himfelf  about  thofe  arts 
which  are  their  particular  purfuits,  and 
without  providing  the  very  beft  itnple- 
memsy  which  iiuure  fuccefs.  i  was  not 
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bkmable  either  way;  for 7 have  always 
been  as  remarkable  for  the  excellency  of 
my  horfcs,  dogs,  guas,  and  fwords,  as  for 
the  proper  manner  of  ufing  and  managing 
them,  fo  that  upon  the  whole  I  may  hope 
to  be  remembered  in  the  foreft,  upon  the 
turf,  and  in  the  Held.  1  fhall  not  enter 
here  into  any  detail  of  my  ftables,  kennel,, 
or  armoury,  but  a  faVouritc  dog  of  mine 
I  cannot  help  mentioning  to  you.  It  was 
a  grey  "bound.  7  never  had  or  faw  a  better 
one,  He  grew  old  in  my  fervice,  and  was 
not  remarkable  for  his  fiac,  but  rather  for 
his  uncommon  fwiftnels.  1  always  courfed 
with  him.  Had  you  feen  him,  you  muft 
have  admired  him,  and  would  not  have 
wondered  at  my  predileftion,  and  at  my 
courling  him  fomuch.  He  run  fo  fall,  fb 
much,  and  fo  long  in  my  fervice,  that  he 
aftually  run  off  legs,  fo  that  in  the  la^ 

.  ter  part  of  his  life,  7  was  under  the  neceu 
ity  of  working  and  ufing  him  only  as  a 
terrier,  in  which  quality  he  ttill  ferved  me 

many  years.  ^ 

Whilft  a  grey-hound,  he  changed  his 

fex  1  yes,  gentlemen,  this  He  became  a 
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She!  a  bitch!  fhc  #»urfed  one  day  a 
flare,  w  hich  appeared  to  me  uncommonly 
flJg.  I  pitied  rny  poor  bitch,  fhe  was  bi^ 
with  pups,  yet  flie  would  courfe  as  faft 
as  ever.  I  could  follow  her  on  horfe-back 
only  at  a  great  diftance.  At  once  I  heard 
a  cry  as  it  were  of  a  pack  of  hounds—but 
10  weak  and  faint,  that  I  hardly  knew 
what  to  make  of  it.  Coming  up  at  laft. 
I  was  greatly  furprifed.  The  hare  had 
littered  in  running;  the  fame  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  my  bitch  in  courfing— and  there 
werejuft  as  many  leverets  as  pups.  By 
inltina:  the  former  run,  the  latter  courf- 
ed,  and  thus  I  found  myfelf  in  poffe/Tion 
at  once  of  fix  hares,  and  as  many  do<»s, 
at  the  end  of  the  courfe,  which  had  only 
began  with  one. 

I  remember  this,  my  wonderful  bitch, 
with  the  fame  pleafure  and  tendcrnefs  as 
a  fupcrb  Lithuanian  horfe,  which  no 
money  could  have  bought.  He  became 
mine  by  accident,  which  gave  me  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  fhewing  my  horfemanfliip  to 
a  great  advantage,  I  was  at  Count  Prz- 
•bosfky's  noble  country  feat  in  Lithuania, 


and  remained  with  the  ladies  at  tea,  in  the 
drawing-room  while  the  gentlemen  were 
down  in  the  yard,  to  fee  a  young  horfe 
of  blood,  which  was  juft  arri  ved  fromthe 
ftud.  We  fuddenly  heard  a  noife  of  dif. 
trefs —  I  haftened  down  ftairs,  and  found 
the  horfe  fo  unruly,  that  nobody  durft  ap*' 
proach  or  mount  him.  The  moft  refolute 
horfemeh  flood  difmayed  and  aghaft :  def- 
pondency  was  expreffed  in*every  counten¬ 
ance,  when,  in  one  leap,  I  was  on  his  back, 
frightened  him  by  furprizc,  and  worked 
him  quite  into  gentlenefs  and  obedience, 
with  the  belt  dilplay  of  horfemanfliip  I 
was  matter  of.  Fully  taihew  this  to  the 
ladies,  and  fave  them  unneceffary  trouble, 
1  forced  him  to  leap  in  at  one  of  the  open 
windows  of  the  tea  room,  walked  round 
fevwal  times,  pace,  trot  and  gallop  j  and 
at  laft  made  him  mount  the  tea  table, 
there  to  repeat  his  leffons,  in  a  pretty  ftyle 
of  miniature,  which  was  exceedingly  plea- 
fing  to  the  ladies,  for  he  performed  them 
amazingly  vvell,  and  did  sot  break  cither 
cup  or  f  iuccr.  It  placed  me  fo  high  in  the 
opinion  of  the  ladies,  and  fo  well  in  thas 
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of  the  noble  lord,  that  with  his  ufud  pa. 
luenefs,  he  begged  I  would  accept  of 
this  young  horfe,  and  ride  him  full  carter 
to  conqucll  and  honor,  in  the  oampaign 
agstiaft  the  Turks,  which  was  foon  to  be 

opened,  under  the  command  of  Count 
Munich. 

I  could  not  indeed  have  received  a 
inore  agreeable  prefent,  nor  a  more  omin¬ 
ous  one  at  the  Opening  of  that  campaign, 
in  which  I  made  my  apprcnticefhip  as  a 
foldier.  A  horfe  fo  gentle,  fo  fpirited, 
and  fo  fierce-— at  once  a  lamb  and  a  Bu¬ 
cephalus,  put  me  always  in  mind  of  the 
foldier’s  and  the  gentleman’s  duty ;  of 
youflg  Alexander,  and  of  the  aftoniftiing 
things  he  performed  in  the  field. 

We  took  the  field,  among  feveral  oth¬ 
er  reafons  it  feems,  with  an  intention  to 
retrieve  the  charafter  of  the  Ruffian  arms, 
which  had  been  blemilhed  a  little  by  Czac 
Peter’s  laft  campaign  on  the  Pruth  ;  and 
this  we  fully  accompliffied  by  fcverul  very 
fatigucing  and  glorious  campaigns  undor 
the  command  of  that  great  general  I 
mtntioncd  before. 


Modefty  fprbi'ds  individuals  to  arrogate 
*0  themfelves  great  fucceffes  or  vidlories, 
the  glory  of  which  is  generally  engrofled 
by  the  commander,  nay^  which  is  rather 
awkward,  by  kings  and  queens,  who  nev¬ 
er  fmclt  gunpowder,  but  at  the  field  days 
and  reviews  of  their  troops,  never  fawa 
field  of  battle,  or  an  enemy  in  battle  array. 
Nor  do  1  claim  any  particular  lhareof 
glory  in  the  great  engagements  with  the 
enemy.  We  all  did  our  duly,  which,  in 
the  patriot’s,  foldier’s,  and  gentleman's 
language,  is  a  very  comprehenfive  word  • 
of  great  honor,  meaning  and  import,  and 
of  which  the  generality  of  idle  quidnunc® 
and  cofFce-houfe  politicians,  can  hardly 
form  any  but  a  very  mean  and  contempt¬ 
ible  idea.  However,  having  had  the 
command  of  a  body  of  Huzzars,  I  went- 
upon  feveral  expeditions,  with  diferedon- 
ary  powers  ;  and  the  fuccels  I  then  met 
with  is,  I  think,  fairly,  and  only  to  be 
put  to  my  account,  and  to  that  of  the 
brave  fellows  whom  I  led  to  conqueft  and 
tovidtory.  We  had  very  hot  work  once 
ia  the  vap  of  the  army,  when  vye  drove,  the 
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Turks  in(-oOc7akow.  My  fptrited  Luthrft 
•anian  had  ahnoft  brought  me  into  a  fcrapc 

1  hiid  an  advanced  fore-poft,  and  faw 
the  enemy  ccming  againft  me  in  a  cloud 
of  dull,  which  left  me  rather  uncertain 
about  their  affuai  numbers  and  real  inten- 
t'  ns.  To  wrap  myfelfup  in  a  fimilar 
cloud  of  duft  was  comnh'on  prudence,  but 
would  not  have  much  advanced  my 
knowledge,  or  anfwered  the  end  for  which 
I  had  been  lent  out. 

Therefore  1  let  my  flankers  on  both 
wings  fpread  to  the  right  and  left,  and 
make  what  dull  they  could,  and  I  myfelf 
led  on  (Iraight  upon  the  enemy,  to  have 
a  nearer  fight  of  them  j  in  this  I  was  grat* 
ified,  for  they  flood  and  fought,  till,  for 
fear  of  my  flankers, they  began  to  move  oflT 
rather  diforderly.  This  was  the  moment 
to  fall  upon  them  with  fpirit. — We  broke 
them  entirdy,  made  a  terrible  havock  a- 
mongft  them,  and  drove  thenti  not  only 
back  to  a  walled  town  in  their  rear,  but 
even  through  it,  contrary  to  our  moft 
fanguine  expeftations. 

By  reafonof  the  fwifinefs  of  my  Lithu- 
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and  feeing  the  enemy  fairly  flying  thro’ 
the  oppofite  gate,  I  thought  it  would  b» 
prudent  to  (lop  in  the  market-place,  ta 
order  the  trumpet  to  rendezvous.  1  ftopr, 
gentlemen,  but  judge  of  my  aftonifhment, 
when  in  this  market-place  I  faw  neithe 
trumpet,  nor  any  living  body  of  my  Hux- 
xars  about  me  !  Are  they  fcouring  the  oth- 
erflreeis?  or  what  is  become  of  them? 
they  could  not  be  far  off,  and  muft,  at  ali 
events,  foon  join  me.  In  that  expeftation 
I  walked  my  panting  Lithuanian  to  a 
Ipring  in  this  market-place,  and  let  him 
drink.  He  drank  uncommonly — with  aa 
•agernefs  not  to  be  fatisfied,  but  natural 
enough  for  when  I  looked  round  for  my 
men,  what  flxould  I  fee,  gentlemen,  the 
hind  part  of  the  poor  creature,  croup  and 
legs  were  miffing,  as  if  he  had  been  cut  in 
two,  and  the  water  run  out  as  it  came  in,  • 
without  refrefhing  or  doing  him  any  good  1 
How  it  could  have  happened  was  quite  a 
myftery  to  me,  till  I  returned  with  him  to- 
the  town-gate.  There  I  faw  that  wher^  i 
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rufhed  in  pell-mell  with  the  flying  enemy, 
they  had  di  opt  the  port-cullis,* *  unpcrcciy- 
ed  by  me,  which  had  totally  cut  off  his 
hind  part,  that  ftill  lay  quivering  on  the 
out-fide  of  the  gate.  It  would  have  been 
an  irreparable  lofs,  had  not  our  farrier  con^ 
trived  to  bring  both  parts  together  while 
hot.  He  fewed  them  up  with  fprigs 
and  young  fhoots  of  laurels  that  were  juft 
at  hand—  —the  wound  healed,  and  what 
could  not  have  happened  but  to  fo  glori¬ 
ous  a  horfe,  the  fprigs  toolt  root  in  his 
body,  grew  up,  and  formed  a  bower  over 
me,  fo  that  afterwards  I  could  go  upon 
many  other  expeditions  in  the  flrade  of 
my  own  and  my  horle’s  laurels.

I  WAS  not  always  fuccefsful.  I  had  the 
misfortune  to  be  over .  powered  by 
numbers^  to  *  be  made  prifoner  of  war  s 
andi  ;wbat  ,i^s  worfe,  ,but  always  ufual  a- 
mpag  the  Turks,  to  be  fold  fora  flave. 

In  thatftate  of  humiliation,  my  daily 
talk. w aa  aQty cry  hard  ai^d  laborious,  bi^t 
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rather  Angular  and  irkfonne.  It  was  t© 
drive  the  Sultan’s  bees  every  morning  to 
their  pafture-grounds,  to  attend  them  all 
the  day  long,  and  againll  night  to  drive 
them  back  to  their  hives.  One  evening 
I  miffed  a  bee,  and  foon  obferved  that 
two  bears  had  fallen  upon  her,  to  tear 
her  to  pcices  for  the  honey  flie  carried. 

I  had  nothing  like  an  offenfive  weapon 
in  my  hands,  but  the  Ijlver  hatchet,  which 
is  the  badge  of  the  Sultan’s  gardiners  and 
farmers.  I  threw  it  at  the  robbers,  with 
an  intention  to  frighten  them  away,  and 
fetthe  poor  bee, at  liberty;  but,  by  an 
unlucky  turn  of  rny  arm,  it  fliw  upwards, 
and  continued  rifing  till  it  reached  the 
inoon^  How  fhould  I  recover  it  ?  How 
fetch  it  down  again  ?  I  recollefted  thas 
Turkey-beans  grew  very  quick,  and  run 
up  to  an  aflonilhing  height.  I  planted 
one  immediately  ;  it  grew,  and  adually 
fallened  itfclf  to  one  of  the  moon’s  horns* 

I  had  no  more  to  do  now  but  -to  climb 


up  by  it  iifto  the  moon,  where  I  fafelyar- 
i^ed.  I  had  a  troublefome  piece  of 

’work  of  it  hfifore  I  could  fifld 
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hatche?,  in  a  place  where  every  thing  has 
the  brightnefs  of  filvcr  ;  at  lafl:,  I  found 
it  in  a  heap  of  chatF  and  chopped  ftraw. 
I  was  new  for  returning,  but,  alas  ! 
the  heat  of  the  fun  had  dried  up  my  bean  ; 
it  was  tocuily  ufelefs  for  my  defeentj  fol 
fell  to  work,  and  twided  me  a  rope  of 
thrt  chopped  draw,  as  long  and  as  well 
as  I  could  make  it.  This  1  faftened  to 
one  of  the  moon’s  horns,  and  Hid  down 
to  the  end  of  it.  Here  I  held  my  led  fall 
with  the  left  hand,  and  with  the  hatchet 
in  my  right,  1  cut  the  long,  now  u 'e  l's 
end  of  the  upper  part,  which  then  tied  to 
the  lower  end,  brought  me  a  good  deal 
lower.  This  repeated  lulicing  and  tymg 
of  the  rope,  did  not  improve  its  qualify, 
nor  bring  me  down  to  the  Suhan’s  farms. 

I  was  four  or  five  miles  doin  the  ear  h 
at  'ead,  when  I  broke;  1  feil  to  the  ground, 
with  furh  amazing  vio'en^e,  that  I  found 
mvlcifftunned,  and  in  a  hole  nine  fathoiiis 
deep  at  feall,  made  by  the  weight  of  my 
body  falling  from  fo  great  a  height  :  I 
,  recovered,  but  kne'-r  not  how  to  get  out 
again.  However,  Idug  Hopes,  or  Heps, 
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with  my  nails,  (the  Barron’s  nails  were 
then  of  forty  years  growth)and  eafily  ac-, 
compliflied  it.  Peace  was  foon  after  con¬ 
cluded  with  the  Turks,  and  gaining  my 
liberty,  left  St,  Peterfburgh  at  the  time  of 
that  fingular  revolution,  when  the  Em¬ 
peror  in  his  cradle,  his  mother,  the  duke 
ofBrunfwick,  her  father,  Field-marfhal 
Munich,  and  many  others  went  to  Siberia. 

The  winter  was  then  fo  uncommonly 
fevere  all  over  Europe,  that  ever  fince  the 
fun  feems  to  be  froft-bitten.  At  my  re¬ 
turn  to  this  place,  I  felt  on  the  road  great¬ 
er  inconveniences  than  thofe  I  had  expe¬ 
rienced  on  my  letting  out.  I  travelled 
poll,  and  finding  myfelf  in  a  narrow  lane 
bid  the  poftillion '  give  a  fignal  with  his 
horn,  that  other  travellers  might  not  meet 
us  in  the  narrow  paffagc.  He  blew  with 
all  his  might,  but  his  endeavours  were  in 
vain.  He  could  not  make  the  horn 
fpeak,  which  was  unaccountable,  and 
rather  unfortunate,  for  foon  afterwards 
we  found  ourfelves  in  the  prefence  of  a- 
nother  coach  coming  the  other  way  ; 
there  was  no  proceeding  ;  however,  I  got 
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out  of  my  carriage,  and  being  pretty 
ftrong,  placed  it,  wheels  and  all,  upon 
my  head  5  I  then  jumped  over  a  hedge 
about  nine  feet  high,  (which,  confidering 
the  weightof  the  coach,  was  rather  dif¬ 
ficult)  into  a  field,  and  came  out  again, 
by  another  jump  into  the  road  beyond  the 
other  carriage.  1  then  went  back  for  the 
horfes,  and  placing  one  upon  my  head,  and 
the  other  under  my  left  arm,  I,  by  the 
fame  means,  brought  them  to  the  coach> 
put-to,  and  proceeded  to  an  inn  at  the  end 
of  our  ftage.  I  ftiould  have  told  you, 
that  the  horfe  under  my  arm  was  very 
fpiriced,  and  not  above  four  years  old  ; 
in  making  my  fecond  Ipring  over  the 
hedge,  he  expreffed  great  diflike  ^  to 
that  violent  kind  of  motion,  by  kicking 
and  fnorting;  however,  1  confined  his 
hind-legs  by  patting  them  into  my  coat 
pocket.  After  we  arrived  at  the  inn,  my 
poftillion  and  1  refreftied  ourfelves ;  he 
hung  his  horn  on  a  peg  near  the  kitchen 
fire  :  I  fat  down  on  the  other  fide.  Sud¬ 
denly  we  heard  a  ter  eng!  tereng  !  tengl 
tmg  !  We  looked  round,  and  now  found 
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the  reafon  why  the  poaillion  had  not  been 
a  e  to  found  his  horn.  His  tunes  were 
rozen  up  in  the  horn,  and  came  out  now 
by  thawing,  plain  enough,  and  much  to 
yie  credit  of  the  driver,  fo  that  the  honeft 
fellow  entertained  us  for  fome  time,  with 
a  variety  of  tunes,  without  putting  his 
mouth  to  the  horn.  The  king  of  Pruffia’s 
march  Over  the  hill  and  over  the  dale 
~An  evening  hymn,  and  many  other 
favourite  tunes  came  out,  and  the  thawing 
entertainment  concluded,  as  1  fhall  this 
fliort  account  of  Ruffian  travels.

CHAP.  VI. 


^he  Barron  relates  his  adventures  on  a  Voy¬ 
age  to  Nor th- America y  which  are  well 
voorth  the  readers  attention. — Pranks  of 
a  whale, — A  fea-guU  Javes  a  Jailor's  life, 
— The  Barron's  head  forced  into  his 
Jlrmacb. — A  dangerous  leak  flopped  a 
pejleriori, 

I  Embarked  at  Portfnnouth,  in  a  firft- 
r:^e  Englifti  man  of  war,  of  one  hun- 
^dred  guns,  and  fourteen  hundred  men, 
forNorth  America  ;  nothing  worth  rela¬ 
ting  happened  till  we  arrived  within  three 
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hundred  leagues  of  the  river  St,  Lawrence, 
when  the  fhip  ftruck  with  amazing  force 
againft  (as  we  fuppofed)  a  rock  ;  however, 
upon  heaving  the  lead,  we  couJd  find  no 
bocco'Ti,  even  with  three  hundred  kthomi. 

What  made  this  circumftance  the  more 
wonderful!,  and  indeed  beyond  all  com- 
prehcnlion,  was,  that  the  violence  of  the 
lliOck  wasfuch,  that  we  left  our  rudder^ 
broke  our  bowfprit  in  the  middle,  and 
fplit  all  our  mafts  from  top  to  bottom,  two 
of  which  went  by  the  board  ;  a  poor  fel¬ 
low,  who  was  aloft  furling  the  main-flieet, 
was  Hung  at  leaft  three  leagues  from  the 
fliip  ;  but  he  fortunately  faved  his  life  by 
laying  hold  of  the  tail  of  a  large  fea-^gull, 
who  brought  him  back,  and  lodged  him 
on  the  very  fpot  from  whence  he  was 
thrown.  Another  proof  of  the  violence 
of  the  fhock,  was  the  fource  with  which 
the  people,  between  decks,  were  driven 
againft  the  floors  above  them,  my  head 
particiil trly  was  prefled  into  my  ftomach, 
where  it  continued  fume  months  before  it 
recovered  its  natural  fituation.  Whiift 
we  were  all  in  a  ftate  of  aftonifliment  at 
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the  general  and  unaccountable  confufion 
in  which  we  were  involved,  the  whole 
was  fuddenly  explained,  by  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  large  whale,  who  had  been  bafle- 
ing  afleep,  within  Bxteen  feet  oftnc  fur- 
face  of  the  water.  This  ani  riai  was  fo 
much  cjt  pleafed  with  the  dihurbance 
which  our  ihip  had  gi^/en  him,  (for,  in  our 
paflfige,  we  had  with  our  rudder  fcratch- 
cd  his  nofe)chat  he  beat  in  all  the  gallery, 
and  part  of  the  quarter-deck,  with  his  rail, 
and  almoft  at  the  fa  ne  inftanr,  took  the 
main  fheet-anchor,  which  was  fufpended, 
as  it  ufually  is,  from  the  head,  between 
his  teeth,  and  ran  away  with  the  Ihip,  at 
leaft,  fixty  leagues,  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
leagues  an  hour,  when  fortunately  the  ca¬ 
ble  broke,  and  we  loft  both  the  whale  and 
the  anchor  :  however,  upon  our  return 
to  Bmrope  fome  months  after,  we  found 
the  fame  whale,  v/ithin  a  few  leagues  of 
the  fame  fpor,  floating  dead  upon  the  wa¬ 
ter  5  it  notafured  above  half  a  mile  in 
length.  As  we  cou’d  take  but  a  Irnall 
quantity  of  fuch  a  monftrous  annimal  on 
board,  we  got  our  boats  cut,  and,  with 
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much  difficultyj  cutofFhis  he«d, 
to  our  ^reat  jov,  we  roui>d  the  anchor, 
and  above  forty  fa  horn  of  u  e  cable, 
cealed  on  the  left  fide  of  his  mouth,  juft 
under  h’s  tongue’^.  Tins  was  the  only 
extraOid  lary  circun'iRance  that  happened 
on  fhis  voyaye.  One  part  of  our  diflrtls 
I  had  iirtie  to  have  forgot ;  while  the  whale 
was  running  away  with  the  fhe 

fpinng  a  leak,  and  the  water  poured  in 
fofait,  that  all  our  pumps  could  not  keep 
us  from  finking  j  it  was,  however,  my 
good  forfure  to  ciifcover  it  fifft  ;  I  found 
it  a  large  hole,  about  a  foot  diameter* 
You  will  naturally  fuppofe  this  circum- 
ftance  gives  me  infinite  pleafure,  when  I 
inform  you,  that  this  noble  vefTel  was 
piefmved,  with  all  its  crew,  by  a  rroft 
fortunate  though;  !  In  fhort,  1  complete, 
ly  fided  it  with  my - ,  without  tak¬ 

ing  off  my  fmall  clothes,  and  could  have 
difpenced  with  it,  had  it  been  larger  ?  nor 

♦  Perhaps  this  was  the  caufc  of  his  death,  as

My  ficuarion,  while  I  fet  there,  was 
rather  cool  but  the.  carpenter’ s  art  Toon 
relieved  me.

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CHAP.  VII. 

Bathes  in  the  Mediterranean* — Meets  an 
une>^pc3f(d  companion,-— Arrives  unin^ 
teniionally  in  the  regions  of  heat  and 
darknefs^  from  which  he  is  ey^tricated 
by  dancing  a  hornpipe, — Frightens  his 
deliverers^  and  returns  on  fhore* 

I  Was  once  in  great  danger  of  being  loft 
in  a  mod  Angular  nnanner  in  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  :  I  was  bathing  in  that  pleafant 
fea,  near  Marfeilles,  one  fummer’s  after¬ 
noon,  when  I  difcovered  a  very  large  fifli, 
with  his  jaws  quite  extended,  approaching 
me  with  the  greateft  velocity  ;  there  was 
no  time  to  be  loft;  nor  could  I  poffibly 
avoid  him*  I  immediately  reduced  my-- 
felf  to  as  fmall  a  fize  as  poiOfible,  by  do¬ 
ling  my  feet,  and  placing  my  hands  alfo 
near  my  fides,  in  which  pofition  I  paffed 
direftly  between  his  jaws,  and  into  his 
ftomach  ;  where  1  remained  fonne  time  in 
total  darknefs,  and  comfortably  warm. 


as  you  may  imagine;  atlaft  it  occurred  to 
me«  that  by  giving  him  pain,  he  vvo  j  d 
be  glad  to  get  rid  of  me  :  as  I  had  plenty 
of  room  1  plaved  my  pranks,  luch  as 
tunnbling,  hop,  ftep,  and  jump,  &c, 
but  nothing  feemed  to  difturb  him  fo 
much  as  the  quick  motion  of  my  feet  in 
ettempting  to  dance  a  hornpipe  ;  foon  af¬ 
ter  I  began,  heput  me  out  by  fudden  fits 
and  ftarts ;  I  perfcvcred,  at  laft  he  roared 
horridly,  and  ftood  up,  almoll  perpen¬ 
dicular  in  the  water,  with  his  head  and 
(boulders  expofed,  by  which  he  was  dis¬ 
covered  by  the  people  on  board  an  Italian 
trader,  then  failing  by,  who  harpooned 
him  in  a  few  minutes;  as  foon  as  he  was 
brought  on  board,  I  heard  the  crew  con- 
fulting  how  they  (hould  cut  him  up,'  fo 
as  to  preferve  the  greateft  quantity  of  oil ; 
as  I  underftood  Italian,  I  was  in  moft 
dreadful  apprehenfions,  left  their  weapons 
employed  in  this  bufinefs  fliould  deftroy 
me  alfo  ;  therefore  I  ftood  as  near  the  cen¬ 
ter  as  pofible,  for  there  was  room  enough 
for  a  dozen  men  in  this  creaturs’s  ftom- 
ach  i  and  1  naturally  imagined  they 
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would  begin  with  the  exfremitiesf:  how. 
over,  my  fears  were  foon  d  i  fyerit  d  5  tfor 
they  began  by  opening  die  boitotr  of  the 
bellv.  As  ft  on  as  i  perceived  3  pliir- 
meringofliglv,  !  cal'ed  out  luftil",  to 
fee  re.eafed  ficiria  fi  Ut  tion  in  whi  h  I 
was  row  alnnofl  fufFocated,  It  is  iirpof- 
fble  for  lOe  to  do  ji  ftice  to  the  degieeand 
kind  of  aftoriiftirreni  which  fat  t  pon  ev- 
cry  countenance  ar  hearing  a  hun^iari 
voice  iflTue  from  a  fifh,  but  more  fo  at 
feeing  a  n«ked  man  walk  uputiht  out  of 
his  Dody ;  in  fiiorf,  gentlemen,  I  told 
them  the  whole  of  the  liory,  as  I  have 
done  you,  whilll  amazemea;  fl  ruck  them 
dumb.  After  taking  fome  rsfitflimenr, 
and  jumping  into  the  fea  to  cieanfe  my- 
klf,  1  Iwam  to  my  clothes,  which  lay 
where  I  hid  left  them  on  the  Ihore.  As 
near  as  I  can  calculate,  1  was  near  four  . 
hours  and  an  half  confined  in  the  ftomach 
of  this  annimal.

HEN  I  was  m  the  fervice  of  the 


.\v  T urks  I  fre(|uently  amufed  myfclf 
in  a  pleafurc  barge  on  the  Marmora, 
which  commands  a  view  of  the  whole  ci¬ 
ty  of  Conftantinople,  including  the  Grand 
Seignior’s  feraglio.  One  xnorning^as  1 
was  admiring  the  beauty  and  fesenity  of 
the  Iky,  I  obferved  a  globular  fubftance 
in  the  air,  which  appeared  to  be  about 
the  fize  of  a  twelve  inch  globe,  with  fome- 
thmg  fulpended  from  it.  I  immediately 
took  up  my  largeft  and  longeft  barrel 
fowling-piece,  which  I  never  travel  or 
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make  even  an  excurfion  without,  if  I  can 
help  it }  I  charged  it  with  ball,  and  fired 
it  at  the  globe,  but  to  no  purpofe  :  the 
objeft  was  at  too  great  a  diftance  ;  I  then 
l^tit  in  a  double  quantkv  of  powder,  and 
five  or  fix  balls  ;  this  frcolhd  attempt  fuc- 
ceeded  ;  all  the  balls  took  effeft,  And 
tore  one  fide  open,  and  brought  it  down. 
Judge  imy  fufprife,  when  a  rhoft  elegant 
guilt  car^  with  a  man  in  it,  and  part  of  a 
iheep,’'which  feemed  to  have  been  roafted, 
fell  within  two  yards  pf  me;  t^hen  itiy 
aftonilhtnent  had  in  fome  degree  fubfided, 
I  ordered  'ihy  people  to  row  clofe  to  this 
flrange  aerial  traveller.  I  took  him  on 
board  my  barge;  (he  tvas  a  native  of 
France)  he  jVas  much  indifpofed  from  his 
fuddert  fall  into  the  fea,  ahd  intapable  of 
Ipeaking ;  after  lomc  yme,  however, 
he  recovered,,  and  gave  th%  following  ac¬ 
count  of  himlelf,  viz.  About  feven  or 
eight  days  fince,  I  cannot  tell  which,  for 
Iliavc  loft  my  reckoning,  having  been 
moft  of  the  time  tVbefe  the  fun  never  fets, 
I  afeended  ftom  the  land’s  end  in  Corn¬ 
wall,  in  (he  ifl^nd  of  Great  Britain^  in 
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the  car,  from  which  I  have  been  juft  tak¬ 
en,  fufpended  from  , a  very  large  balloon, 
and  took  a  (beep  with  me  to  try  atmof- 
pheric  experiments  upon  j  unfortunately, 
the  wind  changed  within  ten  minutes 
after  my  afeent,  and,  inftead  of  driving 
towards  Exeter,  where  I  intended  to  land, 
I  was  driven  towards  the  fea,  over  which 
1  fuppofe  1  have  continued  ever  fince, 
but  mu~h  too  high  to  make  obfervations. 

The  calls  of  hunger  were  fo  preffing, 
that  the  intended  experiments  upon  heat 
and  refpiration  gave  way  to  thetn.  /  vvas 
obliged  on  the  third  day  to  kill  the  (heep 
for  food,  and  being  at  that  time  infinitely 
above  the  moon,  and  for  upwards  of  fix- 
teen  bouts  after,  fo  very  near  the  fun, 
thatit  (corched  my  eye-brows,  I  placed 
thecarcafe,  taking  care  to  fkin  it  firft,  in 
that  pare  of  the  car  where  the  funhadfuf- 
ficient  power,  or,  in  other  words,  where 
the  balloon  did  not  (hade  it  from  the  fun, 
by  which  method  it  was  well  roafted  in  a-» 
bout  two  hours.  This  ha^  been  my  food 
ever  fince.’’  Here  he  paufed,  and  feem- 
ed  loft  in  yielding  the  objeds.  abou;  him* 
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When  I  told  him  the  buildings  juft  be-. 
lore  us  were  the  Grand  SeignioT’s  Serag. 
Jio  at  Conftantinople,  he  feemed  exceed, 
ingly  afte6lcd,  as  he  fuppofed  himfelf  in 
a  very  different  fituation.  “  The  caufe, 
added  he,  of  my  long  flight,  was  owing 
to  the  failure  of  a  ftring  which  was  fixed 
to  a  valve  in  the  balloon,  intended  to  let 
out  the  inflammable  air,  and  if  it  had  not 
been  fired  at,  and  rent  in  the  nnanner  be¬ 
fore  mentioned,  he  might,  like  Mahomet, 
have  been  lufpended  between  heaven  and 
earth  till  doomfday/ 

The  grand  Seignior,  to  whom  J  was 
introduced  by  the  Imperial,  Ruffian  and 
French  Ambaffadors,  employed  me  to 
negociatc  a  matter  of  great  importance  at 
Grand  Cairo,  and  which  was  of  fuch  a  na¬ 
ture,  that  it  muft  ever  remain  a  fecret. 

I  went  there  in  great  flate  by  land, 
where  having  compleated  the  bufinefs,  I 
difmiffed  almofi  all  my  attendants,  and 
returned  like  a  private  gentleman:  the 
weather  was  delightful),  and  that  famous 
tiver  the  Nile  was  beautiful  beyond  all 
Mefeription  in  Ihort,  I  was  tempted  to 
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hire  ^  barge,  to  dcfcend  by  water  to  Al¬ 
exandria.  On  th,e  third  day  my  voy¬ 
age  the  river  began  to  rife  moft  amazing¬ 
ly  (you  haye  all  beard,  1  prefume,  of  the 
^nual  overflowing  of  the  ^ile,)  and  on 
the  nex:t  day  it  fpread  the  ;wholc'  country 
for  naany  leagues  on  each  fide  1  On  the 
fifth,  a:  lun-rife,  my  barge  beeanne  en¬ 
tangled  with  what  /  at  fir  ft  took  for  (hruhs, 
but  the  light  became  ftrpnger,  /found 
myfelf  furrounded  by  almoh^s,  whiph 
were  perfe^ly  ripe,  and  in  the  higheft 
perfe^ion  ;  upon  plumbifig  with  a  li^e, 
ray  people  found  we  were  at  leaft  fixly 
feet  from  the  ground,  and  . unable  to  ad¬ 
vance  or  retreat  1  about  eight  or  nine  o*” 
clock,  as, near  as  I  could  judge  by  tije  al¬ 
titude  of  the  (un,  the  wind  roife  fudd.enly 
,and  canted  our  barge  on  one  .fide ;  Here 
fhe  fil  led,  and  1  faw  no  .more  of  her  fpr 
fome  time  i  fortunately  we  all  laved  9ur- 
felvesj[fix  men  and  two  boys)hy  .clinging 
to  the  tree,  ifie  .  boughs  of  which  were  e- 
qual  to.our  weight,  though  not  to 
of  the  barge  ;  in  this  fituatioh  we  epnun- 
pedfix  weeks  end  three  days^liying  ujpora 
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the  almonds !  I  need  not  inform  you  we 
had  plenty  of  water.  On  the  forty-fecond 
day  of  pur  diftrefs,  the  water  fell  as  rap¬ 
idly  as  it  had  rifen,  and  on  the  forty>fixth 
we  were  able  to  venture  down  upon  ter¬ 
ra  firma.  Our  barge  was  the  firft  pleaf- 
ing  object  we  faw,  about  two  hundred 
yards  from  the  fpot  where  (he  funk.  Af¬ 
ter  drying  every  thing  that  was  ufeful  by 
the  heat  of  the  fun,  and  loading,  ourfelves 
with  neceflaries  from  the  (lores  on  board, 
we  fet  out  to  recover  our  loft  ground,  and 
found  by  the  neareft  calculation,  we  had 
been  carried  over  garden-walls,  and  a  va¬ 
riety  of  inclofures,  above  1 50  miles,  /a 
four  days,  after  a  very  tirefome  journey 
on  foot,  with  thin  fliocs,  we  reached  the 
river,  which  was  now  confined  to  its 
banks,  related  our  adventures  to  a  Bey, 
who  kindly  accommodated  all  our  wants, 
and  fent  us  forward  in  a  barge  of  his  own. 

in  fix  days  more  we  arrived  at  Alexan¬ 
dria,  where  we  took  iiipping  for  Con- 
ftantiooplc.  I  was  received  kindly  by 
the  Grand  Seignior,  had  the  honor  of  fee¬ 
ing  the  fcraglio,  to  which  his  High^ 


nefs  introduced  me  himfelf,  and  prefented 
me  with  as  many  ladies,  his  wives  noc 
excepted,  as  I  thought  proper  to  fele^ 
for  my  own  araulement,  and  half  a  dozen 
friends  alfo.

During  the  late  SIEGE  of  Gibral- 
TER,  I  went  with  a  provifioc-fleet 
under  Lord  Rodney’s  coniimand  to  fee 
my  old  friend  General  Eliotr,  who  has, 
by  his  diftinguiAied  defence  of  that  place, 
acquired  laurels  that  can  never  fade.  Af¬ 
ter  the  ufual  joy  which  generally  attends 
the  meeting  of  old  friends  had  fubfided,  I 
went  to  examine  the  Rate  of  the  garrifon, 
and  view  the  opperations  of  the  enemy, 
far  which  purpofc  the  General  accompa¬ 
nied  me.  I  had  hro,t  an  excellent  reha^ing 
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telefcopc  with  me  from  London^purchafed 
of  Dollandj^by  the  help  of  which  I  found 
the  enemy  were  going  to  difeharge  a  thir- 
ty-fix  pounde  ^atthc  fpot  where  we  ftood. 

I  told  the  General  what  they  were  a- 
bout  ;  he  looked  through  the  glafs  alfo 
and  found  my  conjeftures  right.  I  im-. 
mediately,  by  permidion,  ordered  afor- 
ty-eight  pounder  to  be  brought  fyom  a 
neighbouring  battery,  which  I  placed 
with  fo  much  exaflnefs,  rhat  I  wasfure 
of  my  mark.  I  continued  watching  the 
enemy  ti  11 1  faw  the  match  placed  at  the 
touch-hole  of  their  piece  5  at  that  very 
inftant  I  gave  the  fignal  for  our  gun  to 
be  fired  alfo.  About  midway  between 
the  two  pieces  of  cannon  the  balls  ftruck 
each  other  with  amazing  force,  and  the 
cffefl  was  aftoniihing  !  The  enemy’s  ball 
recoiled  back  with  fuch  violence  as  to  kill 
the  man  who  haddifeharged  it,  by  carry> 
ing his  head  fairly  off,  with  fixtecn  others, 
which  it  met  with  in  its  progrefs  to  the 
Barbary  coafi,  where  its  force,  after  paff- 
ing  through  three  mafts  of  veffels  that  then 
lay  in  a  line  behind  each  other  in  the  har* 
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boui'i  wss  fo  much  fpenf,  that  it  on'Iy 
broke  its  way  through  the  roof  of  a  poor 
labourer’s  hut,  about  twp  hundred  yards 
inland,  and  deftroyed  the  few  teeth  an 
old  woman  had  left,  who  lay  afleep  up. 
on  her  back  with  her  mouth  open  ;  the 
ball  lodged  in  her  throat  ;  her  hufoand 
fooo  after  came  home,  and  endeavoured 
to  ex^adt  it, but  finding  that  impradticablc 
by  the  afliftance  of  a  rammer  he  forced  it 
into  her  ftornach,  from  whence  it  was  dis¬ 
charged  downwards  in  a  natural  way. 

Our  ball  did  excellent  fervice,  for  it 
not  only  repelled  the  other  in  the  manner 
juft  defcribed,  but  proceeded  as  I  intend¬ 
ed  it  Ihouldj  it  difmounted  the  very 
piece  of  cannon  that  h-ad  been  juft  employ¬ 
ed  againft  us,  and  forced  it  into  t  he  hold 
of  the  Ihip,  where  it  fell  w  ith  fo  much 
force  as  to  break  its  way  through  the  bot- 
tonn.  The  ftiip  immediately  filled  and 
funk,  with  above  a  thoufand  Spanilh  fai- 
lors  on  board,  befidesa  confiderable  num¬ 
ber  of  foldiers.  This,  to  be  fure,  was  a 
moftottraordinary  exploit;  I  will  not, 
-however,  take  the  whole  of  tlie  merit  to 
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my  felf ;  my  judgment  was  the  principal 
engine,  but  chance  afBfted  me  a  little ; 
fori  afterwards  found,  that  the  man  \^ho 
charged  our  forty-eight  pounder  put  in 
by  miftake,  a  double  quantity  of  ponder 
elfe  we  could  never  have  fucceeded  fo 
much  beyond  all  expectation,  cfpecially 
in  repelling  the  enemy^s  ball. 

General  Eliott  would  have  given  me 
a  comrhifiion  for  this  fingular  piece  of  fer- 
vice,  but  I  declined  every  thing,  except 
his  thanks,  which  I  received  at  a  erpuded 
table  ofjbfficcrs  at  fupper  on  the  evening 
©f  that  very  day. 

As  I  zm  very  partial  to  the  Englifli, 
who  arc  beyond  all  doubt  a  brave  peoplc, 
I  determined  not  to  take  my  leave  of  the 
garrifon  till  i  had  rendered  them  another 
piece  offeryice  jand  in  about  three  weeks 
an  opportunity  prefented  itfeif.  1  dreffed 
myfelf  in  the  habit  of  a  Popijh  Prieji,  and 
about  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  ftole 
out  of  the  garrilon,  paffed  the  enemy's 
lines,  and  arrived  in  the  middle  of  the 
camp,  where  I  entered  the  tent  in  which 
Prince  d'  Artois  was,  with  the  com- 
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Hnand|r  in  chief,  and  fcveral  other  offi- 
^  cers,  in  deep  council,  concerting  a  plan 
to  ftorm  the  garrifon  next  morning.  My 
difguife  was  my  proteflion  ;  they  fuffer- 
edmeto  continue  there,  hearing  every 
thing  that  paffed,  till  they  went  to  their 
fevcral  beds ;  when  I  found  the  whole 
camp,  and  even  the  cenjinals,  were  wrap¬ 
ped  up  in  the  arms  of  Morpheus,  I  began 
my  work,  which  was  that  of  difmounting 
all  their  cannon  (above  three  hundred 
pieces)  from  forty-eight  to  twenty-four 
pounders,  and  throwing  them  three 
leagues  into  the  fct.  Having  no  afliftance, 
I  found  this  the  hardeft  talk  1  ever  un¬ 
dertook.  except  fwirnming  to  the  oppo- 
fite  Ihore  with  the  famons  Turkilh  piece 
of  ordnance,  deferibed  by  Barron  Tctt  in 
his  Memoirs,  which  I  lhall  hereafter 
mention.  I  then  piled  all  the  carriages 
together  in  the  centre  of  the  camp,  which, 
to  prevent  the  noife  of  the  wheels  being 
iieard,  1  carried  in  pairs  under  my  arms  j 
and  a  noble  appearance  they  made,  as 
high  at  leaft  as  the  rock  of  Gibraltar.  I 
lighted  a  match,  by  iftriking  a  flint- 
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ftonc  fituated  twenty  feet  from  the 
ground,  (ia  an  old  wall  ,  built  by  the 
Moors,  v/hen  they  invaded  Spain,)  with 
the  breach  of  an  iron  eight-and-forty 
pounder,  and  fo  fet  fire  to  the  v/hole  pile* 
I  forgot  to  inform  you,  that  /  threw 
all  their  ammunition-waggons  upon  the 
top.  Before  I  applied  the  match,  I  had 
laid  the  combuftibles  at  the  bottom,  fo 
judicioufly,  that  the  whole  was  ifi  a 
blaze  in  a  moment.  To  prevent  fufpi- 
cion,  I  was  one  of  the  firft  to  -exprefs 
my  furprize.  The  whole  camp  was,  as 
you  may  imagine,  petrified  with  afton« 
ifhment;  the  general  conclufiDn  was, 
that  their  centinels  had  been  bribed,  and 
that  feven  or  eight  regiments  of  the  gar- 
rifon  had  been  employed  in  this  horrid  de- 
ftruftion  of  their  artillery.  Mr.  Diink- 
wacer,  in  his  account  of  this  famous 
fiege,  mentions  the  enemies  fuftainiug  a 
great  lofs  by  a  fire,  which  happened  in 
their  camp,  but  never  knew  the  caufe  : 
how  fhould  he  ?  as  I  never  divulged  it 
before,  (though  I  alone  faved  Gibralter, 
by  this  night’s  bufmefs)  not  even  to  Gen. 
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«ral  Elion.  The  Count  d’  Artois,  and 
all  his  attendants,  ran  away  in  their  fright, 
arid  never  flopped  on  the  road  till  they 
reached  Paris,  which  they  didin  about  a 
fortnight  :  this  dreadfull  conflagration 
haci  fuch  an  effetfl  upon  them,  that  they 
were  incapable  of  taking  the  lead  rf  frefh- 
mem  for  three  months  after,  but  cair  elc. 

•  lived  upon  the  air. 

About  two  months  after  I  had  done 
the  befieged  this  fervice,  one  morning, 
as  /  fat  at  breakfaft  with  Gemrai  Eliott, 
a  fhetl  (for /had  not  time  to  deftroy  their 
inorters,  as  well  as  their  cannon)  entered 
the  apartment  we  were  fettirg  in  j  it  lodg¬ 
ed  upon  our  table  j  the  general,  as  moft 
men  would  do,  quitted  the  room  diredlly, 
but  I  took  icup  before  it  burft,  and  carri¬ 
ed  it  to  the  top  of  the  rock,  when  looking 
Over  the  enemy’s  camp,  on  an  eminence 
near  the  fca-coaft,  I  obferved  a  confider- 
able  number  of  people,  but  could  not, 
with  my  naked  eye-,  difeover  how  they 
were  employed.  I  had  recourfe  again 
to  my  telefcope,  when  I  found  that  two 
ot  our  officers,  one  a  general,  the  other 


a  colonel,  with  whom  I  had  fpcnt  the 
precedig  cveingj  and  who  went  out  into 
the  enemy’s  camp  about  midnight  as  fpics, 
were  taken,  and  were  aftually  going  to 
be  executed  on  a  gibbet.  I  found  the 
diftance  too  great  to  throw  the  (hell  with 
my  hand,  but  moft  fortunately  recolleft- 
ing  that  I  had  the  very  (ling  in  my  pock¬ 
et,  which  afTilled  David  in  flaying  Goli- 
ah,  I  placed  the  (hell  in  it,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  threw  it  in  the  midft  of  them;  it 
burft  as  it  fell,  and  deftroyed  all  prefent, 
except  the  two  culprits,  who  were  faved 
by  being  fufpendtd  fo  high,  for  they  were 
juft  turned  off  :  however,  one  of  the  pie¬ 
ces  of  the  (hell  flew  with  (uch  force  againft 
the  foot  of  the  gibber,  that  it  immedi¬ 
ately  brought  it  down.  Our  two  friends 
no  fooner  felt  terra  firma,  than  they  look, 
cd  about  for  the  caufe,  and  finding  their 
guards,  executioner  and  all,  had  taked 
it  in  their  heads  to  die  firft,  they  dircftly 
extricated  each  other  from  their  difgrace- 
ful  cords,  and  then  ran  down  to  the  fea 
fhore,  feized  a  Spanifli  boat  witht^^o  men 
in  it,  and  made  them  row  K)  one  of  our 
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Alps,  which  they  did  with  great  fafety  j 
and  in  a  few  minutes  after,  when  /was 
relating  to  General  Eliott  how  1  had  ad- 
ed,  they  both  took  us  by  the  hand,  and 
after  mutual  congratulations,  we  retired 
to  fpend  the  day  with  feftivity.

An  inter efting  account  of  the  Barro^f  S  an-- 
cefiors.^A  quarrel  relative  to  the  fpot 
where  Noah  built  his  ylrk.-^'^Ihe  hijt'or^ 
if  thhi  flingy  and  its  pro'perties. — A  fa^ 
vavirite  poet  introduced  upon  no  very 
reputable  occafion. — i^uern  Elizabeth's 
abjiinancc  ,~The  Barron's  father  crofjes 
from  England  to  Holland,  upon  a  marine 
horfe,  which  be  fells  for  Jcven  hundred 
ducats. 

YOU  wi(h  (I  caa  fte  by  your  counte¬ 
nances)  1  would  inform  you  how  I 
became  poffefled  of  fuch  a  treafurfc  as  the 
fling  juft  mentioned,  (here  fadts  muft  be 
held  facred.)  Thus  then  it  was  :  iam 
p.  defeendant  of  the  wife  of  Uriah,  whom 
we  all  know  David_was  intimate  witli,  flie 
had  fevcral  children  by  his  majefty  ;  they 
quarreled  once  upon  a  matter  of  the  firft 
conrequ»nce,  viz.  the  fpot  where  Noah’s 
ark  v/as  built,  and  where  it  relied  after 
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the  flood  !  A  fcparation  confequently 
cnfued.  She  had  often  heard  him  fpeak 
of  this  fling,  as  his  moft  valuable  treafure : 
this  fhe  ftole  th'“  ntght  they  parted  ;  it 
was  mifled  before  flic  got  out  of  his  do¬ 
minions,  and  Che  was  purfued  by  no  lefs 
than  fix  of  the  king’s  bod^-guardsi  how- 
ever,  by  ufing  it  herftif,  Che  hit  the  firft 
of  them,  (for  one  was  more  aft  ive  in  the 
purfuit  than  the  reft,  )  where  D^vid  did 
Goliah,  and  killed  him  on  the  fpot  :  his 
companions  were  fo  alarmed  at  his  fall, 
that  they  retired,  and  left  Uriah.s  wife 
to  purfue  her  journey  ;  ftie  took  with  her, 
1  fliould  have  informed  you  before,  her 
favourite  Ion,  by  this  conneftion,  to  whom 
Ihe  bequeathed  the  fling  j  and  thus  it  has 
without  interruption,  defeended  from  fath¬ 
er  to  fon,  till  it  came  into  my  pofleflion. 

One  of  its  poflefTor.*,  my  great  great 
greatgrandfather,  who  lived  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty,  years  ago,  was  upon  a 
vifit  in  England,  and  became  intimate 
with  a  poet,  who  was  a  great  deer-flealer ; 
I  think  his  name  was  Shakefpeare?  he 
frequently  borrowed  this  fling,  asd  with 
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it  killed  lo  tnuch  of  the  king’s  venifon 
that  he  narrowly  efcaped  the  fa.te  of  my 
two  friends  at  Gibralter.  -.Poor  Shakef- 
peare  was  imprifoned,  and  my  anceftor 
obtained  his  freedom  in  a  very  fingular 
manner.  Qneen  Elizabeth  was  then  on 
the  throne,  but  grown  fo  indolent,  that 
every  trifling  matter  was  become  a  troub-* 
le  to  her  ;  drefling,  undreffing,  eating, 
drinking,  and  fome  o.her  offices,  which 
fhall  be  namelefs,  made  life  a  burthen  to 
her  :  all  thefe  things  he  enabled  her  to 
do  without,  or  by  a  deputy  !  and  what 
do  you  think  was  the  only  return  (he 
could  prevail  on  him  to  except  for  fuch 
eminent  fervices  ? — Setting  Shakefpeare 
at  liberty.  Such  was  his  affection  for  that 
famous  writer,  that  he  would  have  flior- 
tened  his  own  days  to  add  to  the  number 
of  his  friend’s. 

^  I  do  not  hear  that  any  of  the  queen^s 
fubjefts,  particularly  the  beef^eaters^  as 
they  are  vulgarly  called  to  this  day,  how¬ 
ever  they  might  be  flruck  with  the  nov¬ 
elty  at  the  time,  much  approved  of  her 
living  totally  without  food.  She  did  not 
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furvive  the  praftice  herfeJf  above  feven 
years  and  a  half 

JV/y  father,  who  was  the  immediate 
poflciTor  of  this  fling  before  me,  told  me 
tb“  fo  Ho  wing  anecdote. 

lie  was  walking  by  the  iea-fliore  at 
Harwich,  with  this  fling  in  his  pocket ; 
before  his  paces  had  co  vei  ed  a  mile  he 
was  attacked  by  a  fierce  animal  called  a 
lea-horfe,  open  mouthed,  who  ran  at 
him  with  great  fury  i  he  hefitated  a  mo¬ 
ment,  then  took  out  his  fling,  retreated 
back  about  a  hundred  yards,  flopped  for 
a  couple  of  pebbles,  of  which  there  were 
plenty  under  his  feet,  and  flung  them  both 
fo  dexteroufly  at  the  animal,  that  each 
(lone  put  out  an  eye,  and  lodged  in  the 
cavities  which  their  removal  had  occa- 
lioned.  He  now  got  upon  his  back, 
and  drove  him  into  the  fea;  for  the  mo¬ 
ment  he  loft  his  fight  he  loft  his  ferocity, 
and  became  as  tame  as  poflible  j  the  fling 
was  placed  as  a  bridle  in  his  mouth,  he 
was  guided  with  ^e  greateft  facility  acrofs 
the  oce  n,  and  in  lefs  than  three  hours 
they  both  arived  on  the  opofite  flior«,

which  is  about  thirty  leagues.  The  maf- 
ter  of  the  Three  Cups,  at  Helvoctfluys, 
in  Holland,  piirchaled  this  marinc-horfe 
to  make  an  exhibition  of,  for  fevcn  hun¬ 
dred  ducats,  which  was  upwards  of  three 
hundred  pounds,  and  the  next  day  my 
father  paid  his  paffage  back  in  thepacJd^c 
to  Harwich.

The  froUck ;  its  conpquences,— Wind  for 
coJilt,'—St .

— Indujtry  of  the  apotheca¬ 
ries. 

This  famous  fling  makes  the  pofiTefT- 
or  equal  to  any  talk  he  is  defirous  of 
Performing. 

I  made  a  balloon  of  fuch  extenfive  di- 
menfions,  that  on  account  of  the  filk  it 
contained  would  exceed  all  credibility  ; 
every  mercer’s  fhop  and  weaver’s  flofk  in 
London,  Weftminfter,  and  Spitalfields, 
contributed  to  It  j  with  thi*  balloon  and 
my  fling  I  played  my  tricks,  fuch  as  tak¬ 
ing  one  houfe  from  its  ftation,  and  plac¬ 
ing  another  in  its  ftead,  without  difturb- 
ing  the  inhabitants,  who  were  generally 
afleep,  or  too  much  employed  to  oblerve 
the  peregrinations  of  their  habitations. 
When  the  centinel  at  Windfor.caftle

heard  St.  Paol’s  clock  ftrike  thirtcefi,  it 
was  through  my  dexterity  ;  I  brought 
the  buildings  nearly  together  that  ni'^ht. 
by  placing  the  caHe  in  Sr.  George’,  fidds. 
and  carried  it  back  again  before day-li«ht. 
without  wakirtg  any  of  the  inhabitar^ts  j 
notwi'hftanding  thele  exploits,  f  (hou^d 
haveikept  rny  balloon  a  iditsprot  erties,  a 
lecret,  if  Montgolfier  had  not  made  the 
3rt  of  flying  f  >  publ  c. 

Oa  the  joth  of  September,  when  the 
college  of  phyficians  choofe  fneir  annual 
ofii''ers,  and  dine  fumpt'ioufl  togethhr, 
/filled  my  balloon,  brought  it  over  the 
dome  of  their  .building,  clapped  the  fling  ’ 
round  the  golden  ball  at  tt.e  top,  fattened 
the  other  end  of  it  to  the  baii(«)n,  and 
immediately  afeended  with  the  whole  col¬ 
lege  to  an  immenfe  height,  where  1  kept 
them  upwards  of  three  months  ;  You 
will  naturally  enquire  what  they  did  for 
food  fuch  a  length  of  time  ?.  To  rhis  1  an- 
fwer,  had  I  kept  them  fufpended  twice 
the  time,  they  would  have  experienced  no 
inconycnicnwC  on  thsc  ctccouut,  lo  arnplyi

or  rather  extravegantlyi  had  they  fpread 
their  table  for  that  day's,  feafting. 

Though  this  was  meant  as  an  innocent 
frolic,  it  was  praduftive  of  much  mif- 
chief  to  feveral  refpeflable  chara6tcrs  a- 
nnongft  the  clergy,  undertakers,  fextona, 
and  grave-diggers  ;  it  mut  be  acknowl¬ 
edged,  fufferers,  for  it  is  a  well-known 
faft,  that  duringthe  three  months  the  col¬ 
lege  was  fufpended  in  the  air,  and  there¬ 
fore^  incapable  of  attending  their  patients, 
therewere  no  deaths  happened,  except  a 
few  who  fell  before  the  feythe  of  Father 
Time,  and  fome  melancholy  objefts, 
who,  perhaps  to  avoid  fome  trifling  in¬ 
convenience  here,  laid  the  hands  of  vi- 
ol^ce  upon  thenifelves,  and  plunged  into 
mifery  infinitely  greater  than  that  which 
they  hoped  byluch  a  ralli  ftep  to  avoid, 
without  a  moment’s  confideration  ! 

If  the  apothecaries  had  not  been  very 
aSive  during  the  above  time,  half  the  un¬ 
dertakers  in  all  probability  would  have 
been  bankrupts. 
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CHAR  XII. 

A  trip  TO  THE  NORTH. 

^he  Barron  fails  zvith  Captain  Phipps: — 
Attacks  two  large  hearty  and  has  a  very 
narrow  tfcape. — Gains  the  confidence  of 
thefe  animals  y  and  then  deftroys  thouf^ 
ands  of  them  ;  loads  the  Jhip  with  their 
bams  ana  Jkins  ;  makes  pr  fenis  of  the 
formery  and  obtains  a  gtneral  invitation 
to  all  <it^  feafts. — A  dijpute  between 
the  Captain  and  the  Barony  in  which^^ 
from  motives  of  politenefsy  the  Captain 
is  juffered  to  gain  hi^  point. — T he  Baron 
declines  the  honor  of  ‘a  throne,  and  att 
Empre/s  into  the  bargain. 

WE  all  reinefnber  Capf.  Phipps's 
(now  Lord  Mulgrave)  !aft  voyage 
of  d)fcovcry  to  the  North.  1  accompa^ 
nied  the  captain,  not  as  an  officer,  but  a 
private  friend:  When  we  arrived  in  a 
high  northern  latitude,  /was viewing  the 
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objcfls  around  me  with  the  telefcope, 
which  I  introduced  to  your  notice  in  my 
Gibralter  adventures.  I  thought  I  faw 
two  large  white  bears  in  violent  a£lioii 
upon  a  body  of  ice,  confidcrably  above 
the  mads,  tndabouthalf  a  league diflance: 
I  immediately  took  my  carbine,  flung  it 
acrofs  my  fhoulder,  and  afeended  the  ice, 
when  1  arrived  at  the  top,  the  unevennefs 
of  the  furface  made  my  approach  to  thofe 
animals  iroublefome  and  hazardous  be¬ 
yond  expreflfion  ;  fometimes  hideous  cav¬ 
ities  oppofed  me,  which  I  was  obliged  to 
ipring  over ;  in  other  parts  the  furface 
was  as  fmooth  as  a  mirror,  and  I  was  con* 
tinually  falling ;  as  I  approached  near  e- 
nough  to  reach  them,  I  found  they  were 
only  at  play.  I  immediately  began  to 
calculate  the  value  of  their  Ikins,  for  they 
were  each  as  large  as  a  well  fed  ox  % 
unfortunately,  at  the  very  inflant  I  was 
prefenting  my  carbine,  my  right  foot  flipt, 

I  fell  upon  tny  back,  and  the  violence  of 
the  blow  deprived  me  totally  of  my  fen- 
fes  for  near  half  an  hour ;  however^  when 
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I  recovered,  judge  my  iurprize  at  finding 
one  of  thofe  large  animals  I  have  been 
juft  defcribing>  had  turned  me  upon  my 
face,  and  was  juft  laying  hold  of  the  waift-' 
band  of  my  breeches,  which  were  then 
new,  and  made  of  leather  ;  he  was  cer-  . 
talnly  going  to  carry  me  feet  foremoft, 
God  knows  where,  when  I  took  this  knife 
(fhewing  a  large  clafp-knife)  out  of  my 
-  fide-pocket,  made  a  chop  at  one  of  his 
hind-feet,  and  cut  off  three  of  his  toes  ; 
he  immediately  let  me  drop,  and  roared 
moft  horridly.  1  took  up  my  carbine,  and 
fired  at  him  as  he  ran  ofFj  he  fell  direftly, 
the  noife  of  the  piece  roufed  feveral  thou- 
fands  of  ihele  white  bears,  who  were  a- 
fleep  upjn  the  ice  within  half  a  mile  of 
me  ;  they  came  immediately  to  the  fpot. 

There  was  no  time  to  be  loft.  A  moft 
fortunate  thought  arrived  in  my  pericra^ 
nium  juft  at  that  inftant.  1  took  off  the 
fkin  and  head  of  the  dead  bear  in  half  the 
time  that  fome  people  would  be  in  fkin"' 
ning  a  rabbit,  and  wrapped  myfelf  in  it, 
placing  my  own  head  diretftly  under 
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in  s  ;  the  whole  herd  came  round  me  im¬ 
mediately,  and  my  apprehenfions  threw 
me  in  a  moft  piteous  fituation,  to  be  fare  : 
however,  my  fcheme  turned  out  a  rnoft 
admirable  one,  for  my  own  fafety.  They 
all  came  fmelling,  and  evidently  took  me 
for  a  brother  Bruin  j  I  wanted  nothing 
but  bulk  to  make  an  excellent  counter¬ 
feit  :  however,  I faw  feveral  cubs  amongft 
them  not  much  larger  than  myfelf.  Af¬ 
ter  they  had  all  Tmelt  me,  and  the  body 
of  their  deceafed  companion,  whole  Ikin 
was  now  become  my  protedlor,  we  feem- 
cd  very  fociable,  and  I  found  I  could 
mimic  all  their  adbions  tolerably  well  • 
but  that  of  growling,  roaring,  or  huging 
they  were  quite  my  mailers.  I  began 
now  to  think  how  I  might  turn  the  gen¬ 
eral  confidence,  which  1  had  created  a- 
mongft  thefe  animals  to  my  advantage. 

I  had  heard  an  old  army  furgeon  lay 
a  wound  in  the  fpine  was  inllant  death* 

I  now  determined  to  try  the  experiment, 
and  had  again  recourfe  to  my  knife,  with 
which  I  lluck  the  largcft  in  the  back  of 
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tKe  necR,  near  the  fliouldcrs,  and  Ldid 
this  und^^r  great  apprehenfionSj  not  doubt* 
ing  but  the  creature  would,  if  he  furviv- 
cd  the  ftab,  tear  me  to  pieces.  However, 
in  this  1  was  remarkably  fortunate ;  for  he 
fell  dead  at  my  feet,  without  making  the 
leaft  noife.  I  was  now  refolved  to  demol- 
ifh  them  every  one  in  the  fane  manner, 
which  I  accompliflied  without  the  leaft 
difficulty  :  for  though  they  faw  their 
companions  fall,  they  had  no  fufpicion  of 
either  the  caufe  or  the  effeft.  When 
they  all  lay  dead  before  me,  I  felt  myfelf 
a  fecond  Sampfon,  having  flain  my  thous¬ 
ands. 

To  make  ftiort  of  the  ftory,  I  went  back 
to  the  Chip,  and  borrowed  three  parts  of 
the  crew,  to  aflift  me  in  fkinning  them, 
and  carrying  the  hams  on  board,  which 
wc  did  in  a  few  hours,  and  loaded  the  (hip 
with  the  n.  As  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
animals,. they  were  thrown  into  the  fea, 
though  1  doubt  not  but  the  whole  would 
eat  as  well  as  the  legs,  were  they  prop-^- 
erly  cured. 
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As  foon  as  we  returned,  I  fent  forr.e  of 
the  hams,  in  the  captain’s  name,  to  the 
lords  of  the  Admiralty,  others  to  the  lords 
the  Lordmayor  and  Corpotation  of  Lon¬ 
don,  a  few  to  each  of  the  trading  compa¬ 
nies,  and  the  remainder  to  my  particular 
friends,  from  all  of  whom  I  received 
warm  thanks  j  but  from  the  City  /  was 
honoured  with  fubftantial  notice,  viz,  an 
invitation  to  dine  at  Guildhali  annually 
on  Lord- Mayor’s  Day, 

The  bear-ikins  1  fent  to  the  Emprefs 
of  Ruffia,  to  clothe  her  Majcfty  and  her 
Court  in  the  winter,  for  which  flie  wrote 
me  a  letter  of  thanks  with  her  own  hand 
and  font  it  by  an  ambaffador  extraordina¬ 
ry,  inviting  me  to  (hare  the  honors  of 
her  bed  and  crown  ;  bur,  as  1  never  was 
ambitious  of  royal  dignity,  1  declined  her 
Majefty’s  favour  in  the  politeft  terms^ 
The  fame  ambaffador  had  orders  to  wait, 
and  bring  my  anfwer  to  her  Majefty  per- 
fonally,  upon  which  bufinefs  he  wasabfenr 
about  three  months  ;  her  Majefty’s  reply 
convinced  me  of  the  ftrength  of  her  affec¬ 
tion,  and  the  dignity  of  her  mind  ;  her  late 


indilpofion  was  entirely  owing  (as  ftie, 
kind  Creature  !  was  pleafed  to  exprefs 
herfclf  in  a  late  converfation  with  the 
Prince  Dolgarocki)  to  my  cruelty.  What 
the  fex  fee  in  me  I  cannot  conceive,  but 
the  Emprefs  is  not  the  only  female  fover- 
cign  who  has  offered  me  her  hand. 

Some  people  have  very  illiberally  re- 
ported  that  Captain  Phipps  did  not  pro¬ 
ceed  as  far  as  he  might  have  done  upon 
that  expedition.  Here  it  becomes  my 
duty  to  acquit  him  ;  our  fhip  was  in  very 
proper  trim,  till  I  loaded  it  with  Tuch  an 
immenfe  quantity  of  bear-fkins  and  hams, 
after  which  it  would  have  been  madnefs 
to  ha‘/e  attempted  to  proceed  further,  as 
we  were  now  Icarcely  able  to  combat  a 
brifk  gale,  much  lefs  th®fe  mountains  of 
ice  which  lay  in  the  higher  latitudes. 

The  captain  has  fince  often  exprelTed 
a  diflfatisfaAion  that  he  had  no  (hare  in  the 
honours  of  that  day,  which  he  emphati¬ 
cally  called  the  bear-fkin  day.  He  has 
alfo  been  very  defirous  of  knowing  by 
what  art  1  deftroyed  fo  many  thoufands, 
without  fatigue  or  danger  to  myfelf :  in- 
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deed,  he  is  Co  ambitious  of  dividing  the 
glory  with  me,  that  we  have  adlualiy  quar-- 
lelled  about  it,  and  we  are  not  now  upon 
fpeaking  terms.  He  boldly  aflerts  I  had 
no  merit  in  deceiving  the  bears,  I  was^ 
covered  with  one  of  their  Ikins  j  nay  he 
declares  there  is  not  in  his  opinion,  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  fo  compleat  a  bear  naturally,  as 
himfelf,  among  the  human  Ipecies. 

He  is  now  a  noble  peer,  and  I  am  too 
well  acquainted  with  good  mannsr  to  dif- 
pute  fo  delicate  a  point  with  his  lordihip.

^wr  Baron  excelh  Baren  Tott  beyond  oil 
comparifon ;  yet  fails  in  part  of  his  at¬ 
tempt, — Gets  into  disgrace  with  the 
Grand  Stignior^  who  ordzrs  his  head  to 
be  cut  off — Efcapesy  and  gets  on  hoard 
a  v  :  felly  in  which  he  is  carried  to  Ven¬ 
ice,— Baren  Tott's  origiuy  with fome  ac¬ 
count  o  f  that  great  man* s  parents.- — Pope 
GanganellV s  armour.  His  Holinejs fond 
offhellfjb. 

Baron  tott  in  kis  Memoirs, 

makes  as  great  parade  of  a  lingle  aft, 
as  rnaray  travelers  whofc  whole  lives  have 
been  ipetit  in  feeing  the  different  parts  of 
the  globe  ;  for  my  part,  if  /  had  been 
blown  from  Europe  to  Afia,  from  the 
mouth  of  a  cannon,  1  Ihould  have  boafled 
Icfs  of  it  afterwards,  than  he  has  done  of 
Only  firing  off  a  Turkifh  piece  of  ord* 
nance.  What  he  fays  of  this  wonderful 
gun,  as  near  as  my  memory  will  ferve 
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me,  is  this  r  The  Turks  had  placed 
below  thecaflle,  and  near  the  city,  on  the 
banks  of  Simois,  a  celebrated  river,  an  e- 
normous  piece  of  ordnance,  call  in  brafs, 
which  ivould  carry  a  marble  ball  of  eleven 
hundred  pounds  weight.  I  was  inclined, 
fays  Tott,  to  fire  ir,  but  /  was  willing 
firft  to  judge  of  its  elFed  ;  the  crowd  a- 
bout  me  trembled  at  thispropofal,  as  they 
afferted  it  would  overthrow  not  only  the 
callle,  but  the  city  alfo  :  at  length  their 
fears  in  part  fubfided ;  and  1  was  permir- 
ed  to  difeharge  it.  h  required  not  lefS' 
than  three  hundred  and  thirty  pounds  wt. 
of  powder,  and  the  ball  weighed,  as  be¬ 
fore  mentioned,  eleven  hundred  wt. 
When  the  engineer  brought  the  priming, 
the  crowds  who  were  about  me  retreated 
back  as  fall  as  they  could  :  nay,  it  was 
with  the  utmoft  difficulty  i  perfuaded  the 
Pacha,  who  came  on  purpofe,  there  was 
no  danger  :  even  the  engineer,  who  was 
to  difeharge  it  by  my  direftion,  was  con- 
fidcrably  alarmed.  I  took  my  IVand  on 
fome  ftone-work  behind  the  cannon,  gave 
the  fignal,  and  felt  a  ibock  like  that  of 
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an  Earthquake  !  at  the  diftance  of  three 
iiundrcd  fathom,  the  ball  burft  into  three 
pieces;  the  fragments  croffed  the  Strait, 
rebounpedon  theoppolice  mountain,  and 
left  the  furface  of  the  water  all  in  a  foam, 
through  the  whole  breadth  of  the  Chan¬ 
nel.’* 

This,  gentlemen,  is,  as  near  as  I  can 
recolledt,  .  Barron  Tott’s  account  of  the 
largcft  cannon  in  the  known  world. 
Now,  when  I  was  there  not  long  fince, 
the  anecdote  of  Tott’s  firing  this  tremen¬ 
dous  piece  was  mentioned  as  a  proof  of 
that  gentleman’s  extraordinary  courage. 

I  was  determined  not  to  be  outdone  by 
a  Frenchman,  therefore  took  this  very 
piece  upon  my  ftioulder,  and  after  bal¬ 
ancing  it  properly,  jumped  into  the  fea 
with  it,  and  fwam  to  the  oppofite  Ihore 
from  whence  I  unfortunately  attempted 
to  throw  it  back  into  its  former  place  :  I 
fay  unfortunately,  for  it  flipt  a  little  in 
my  hand,  judas  I  was  going  to  difeharge 
it,  and  in  confcquence  of  that,  it  fell  into 
the  middle  of  the  channel,  where  it  now 
lies,  without  a  profpeft  of  ever  recover- 
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ingit;  and,  notw'thftanding  the  high 
favour  I  was  it  with  the  Grand  Seignior, 
as  oefore-meiitioned,  this  cruel  Turk,  as 
foon  as  he  heard  of  the  lofs  of  his  famous 
piece  of  ordnance,  iffued  an  order  to  cut 
off  my  head.  1  was  immediately  inform¬ 
ed  of  it  by  one  cf  the  Sultanas,  with 
whom  I  was  become  a  great  favourite, 
and  Ihe  fecreted  me  in  her  apartment 
while  the  officer  charged  with  my  execu¬ 
tion  was,  with  his  affiftants,  in  learch  of 
me. 

That  very  night  I  made  my  efcape  on 
board  a  veflel  bound  to  Venice,  w  hich 
was  then  weighing  anchor  to  proceed  on 
her  voyage. 

The  laft  ftory,  gentlemen,  I  am  not 
fond  of  mentioning,  as  I  mifearried  in 
the  attempt,  and  was  very  near  lofing  my 
life  into  the  bargain  i  however,  as  it  con¬ 
tains  no  impeachment  of  my  honor,  /  will 
not  withbO'd  it  fium  you. 

Nov/,  gent*eiTen  you  all  know  me, 
and  can  have  no  doubt  of  my  veracity, 
/  wil!  entertain  you  with  the  origin  of  this 
fame  Iwaggering,  bouncing  Tott, 


His  reputed  father  was  a  native  ofB«rne, 
in  Switzerland,  his  profeffion  was  that  of 
a  furveyor  of  the  ftreets,  lan^s,  and  al¬ 
leys,  vulgarly  called  /cavenger.  His 
mother  was  a  native  of  the  mountains  of 
Savoy,  and  had  a  moft  beautiful  large  wen 
on  her  heck,  common  to  both  fexes  in 
that  part  of  the  world  :  fhe  left  her  par¬ 
ents  when  young,  and  fought  her  fortune 
in  the  fame  city  which  gave  hisfather  birth; 
(he  maintained  herfelf  while  fingle'by  afts 
of  kindnefs  to  our  fex,  for  (he  never  was 
known  to  refufe  them  any  favour  they 
afked,  provided  they  did  .but  pay  her 
fome  compliment  before  hand.  This  love¬ 
ly  couple  met  by  accident  in  the  ftreer,  in 
coftfequenceof  their  being  both  intoxica¬ 
ted  ;  for,  by  reeling  to  ,one  center,  they 
threw  each  other  dowm  i’  this  created  iTiU- 
tual  abufe,  in  which  they  were  complete 
adepts  ;  they  were  both  carried  to  the 
p  wacch^houfe,  and  afterwards  to  the  houfe 
of  correfition ;  they  loon  Taw  the  folly  of 
quarrelling,  made.it  up,  becam.e  fond  of 
each  other,  and  mariied  :  but  madam  re¬ 
turning  to  her  old  tricks^  his  father,  who 
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had  high  notions  of  honor,  foon  feparated 
himfelf  from  her  ;  Ihe  then  joined  a  fam¬ 
ily  who  firolled  about  with  a  puppeulhew. 

In  timeflie  arrived  at  Rome,  whcreftie 
kept  an  oyfter-ftand.  You  have  all  heard, 
no  doubt,  of  Pofe  Ganganelti,  common¬ 
ly  called  Clement  XIV.  he  was  remark¬ 
ably  fond  of  oyfters.  One  Good-Friday, 
as  he  was  paffing  through  this  famous  city 
in  ftate,.  to  afflft  at  high-mafs  at  St.  Pe¬ 
ter’s  church,  he  faw  this  woman’s  oyfters 
(which  were  remarkably  fine  and  frelh); 
he  could  not  proceed  without  tailing  thern, 
there  were  above  five  thoufand  people  in 
his  train  ;  he  ordered  them  all  to  flop, 
and  fent  word  to  the  church  he  could 
not  attend  mafs  till  next  day  ;  then  alight¬ 
ing  from  his  horfe  (for  the  pope  always 
rides  on  horfeback  upon  thefc  occafions) 
he  went  into  her  ftall,  and  eat  every  oyf- 
tet  Ihe  had  there,  and  afterwards  retired 
into  the  cellar,  where  Ihe  had  a  few  more* 

This  fubterraoeous  apartment  was  her 
kitchen,  parlour,  and  bed-chamber  He 
liked  his  fituation  fo  much,  that  he  dis¬ 
charged  all  his  attendants,  and,  to  makj 


iSake  fhort  of  the  ftory,  his  Holine/s  pafl- 
ed  the  whole  night  with  her  !  Before  they 
parred,  he  g^ve  her  full  abfolution,  not 
only  for  every  fin  fhe  had)  but  all  fhe  might 
heieafter  comtnir. 

JV(JW  gentlemen,  I  have  his  mother’s 
word  for  it,  ( and  her  honor  cannot  he  doubt¬ 
ed)  that  Baron  Tott  is  the  fruit  of  that  <?- 
inour.  When  Tfott  was  horn,  his  mother 
ap  plied  to  bis  lioHneJs,  as  the  father  of  her 
child  ;  he  immediately  placed  him  under 
proper  people  ;  and  as  he  ^rew  up,  gave 
him  a  gentleman's  education,  had  him 
taught  the  uje  of  arms,  procured  him  pro¬ 
motion  in  france,  and  a  title,  and  when 
he  died  h  ft  him  a  good  efiate. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

M  further  account  of  the  journey  from  Ear- 
vjtcb  to  Hehsetjluys. — Befcriftion  of  a 
num  her  of  marine  objeSts,  never  mentioned 
iy  any  traveller  before. — Rocks  Jeenin 
this  paffdge  jqual  to  the  Jlps  in  magni¬ 
tude  j  lobjlers,  crabs,  ef  an  extra- 

,  ordinary  magnitude.— A  woman's  lift 
faved. — The  caufe  of  her  falling  into  the 
Jea.—Dr.  Hawes's  diniiions  followed 
with  fuccefs, 

I  Omitted  feveral  very  material  parts  of 
my  father’s  lourney  acrofs  the  En^lifh 
channel  to  Holland,  which,  that  they 
may  not  be  totally  loft,  I  will  now  faith¬ 
fully  give  you  in  his  own  words,  as  I 
heard  him  relate  them  to  his  friends  fever¬ 
al  times. 

"On  my  arrival,  fays  my  father,  at 
Helvoeiftu' s,  I  was  obferved  to  breathe 
with  fome  difficulty  ;  upon  the  inhabitants 
enquiring  into  the  caufe,  I  informed 
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tkem  that  the  animal  upoii  whofe  back  I 
rode  from  Harwich  acrofs  to  their  fhore 
did  not  fwim  !  fuchis  their  peculiar  form 
and  difpofion,  that  they  cannot  float  or 
nwve  upon  the  furface  of  the  water }  he 
ran  with  incredible  fwiftnefs  upon  the 
fands,  from  fhore  to  ftiore,  driving  fifli  in 
millions  before  him,  many  of  which  were 
quite  difFereat  from  any  1  had  yet  feen, 
carrying  their  heads  at  the  extremity  of 
their  tails.  I  croffed,  continued  he,  one 
prodigious  range  of  rocks,  equal  in  height 
to  the  Alps*,  on  the  fides  of  which  there 
were  a  great  variety  of  tall,  noble  treesy 
loaded  with  marine  fruit,  fuch  as  lobfters, 
«rabs,  oyfters,  fcollops,  mufcles,  cockles, 
&c.  feme  of  which  were  a  carteload  fing- 
ly  !  and  none  lefs  than  a  porter's  !  all 
thofe  which  are  brought  on  Ihore,  and 
fold  in  our  marken,  arc  of  an  inferior 
dwarf  kind,  or  properly  waterfals  i.  e.. 
fruit  fhook  off  the  branches  of  the  tree  it 
grows  upon  by  the  motion  of  the  water,.

*  The  tops  or  higheft  parts  of  thefe  marino 
mountaisas  are  faid  to  be  upwards  of  o&t  hundr^. 
fathom  bd'ow  the  furface  of  the  fe?, 
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as  thofe  in  owr  gardens  are  by  that  of  the 
wind  !  the  lobfter  trees  appeared  the  rich- 
efl,  but  the  crab  and  oyfters  were  theta!- 
left.  The  perry  winkle  is  a  kind  of  fl-irub, 
it  grows  at  the  foot  of  the  oyfter-treei 
and  twines  round  it,  as  the  ivy  does  the 
oak.  I  obferved  the  effefts  of  fcveral 
accidents  by  fliipwreck,  &c.  particulirly 
a  Qiip  that  had  been  wrecked  by  ftrikirg 
a  mountain  or  rock,  the  top  of  which  lay 
within  three  fathom  of  the  furface.  As 
ftie  funk,  Ihe  fell  upon  her  fide,  and  for- 
«ed  a  very  large  lobfter-tree  out  of  its 
place.  It  was  in  the  fpring,  when  the 
lobfters  were  very  young,  and  many  of 
them  being  feparated  by  the  violence  of 
the  fhock,  they  fell  upon  acrabtree,  which 
was  growing  below  them  ;  they  have,  like 
the  farina  of  plants,  united,  and  produced 
a  fifli  refembling  both.  I  endeavoured 
to  bring  one  with  me,  but  it  was  too  cum- 
berfome,  aad  my  falt-tvatsr  PegafuS  feem-  • 
ed  much  dlfpleafed  at  every  atteiTipt  to 
flop  his  career,  whillt  I  continued  upon 
his  back  ;  befedcs  1  was  then,  though  gal¬ 
loping  over  amouataifl;  of  rocks  that  lay 
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about  midway  the  paflage,  af  leaft  fire 
hundred  fathom  below  the  furface  of  the 
fea«  and  began  to  find  the  want  of  air  in¬ 
convenient,  therefore  I  had  no  inclination 
to  prolong  the  time  ;  add  to  this,  my  fit- 
uationwas  in  other-  refpefts  very  unpleaf- 
*nc ;  I  met  many  large  fifh,  who  were  if 
1  could  judge  by  their  open  mouths,  not 
only  able,  but  really  wilhed  to  devour 
us  ;  now,  as  my  Rofinante  was  blind,  I 
had  thefe  hungry  gentlemen’s  attempts  to 
gaurd  againft,  in  addition  to  my  othef 
difficul  ties. 

As  we  drew  near  the  Dutch  fliare,  and 
the  body  of  water  over  our  heads  did  not 
exceed  twenty  fathom’ I  thought  7  faw  a 
human  figure  in  a  female  drefs  then  lying 
on  the  fand  before  me,  with  fome  fignsof 
life  ;  when  I  came  quite  clofe,  I  perciev- 
ed  her  hand  move  /  took  it  into  mine, 
and  brought  her  on  fhore  as  a  corpfe. 

An  apothecary,  who  had  juft  been  i  n- 
ftrufted  by  Dr.  Hawes*,  of  London,  treat, 
ed  her  properly,  and  firs  recovered.  She 


*  The  Baron’s  father  mOft  have  lived  very 
la^cjy,  if  Dr,  Hawej  was  hispre«eptor. 


was  the  rib  of  a  man  who  commanded  a 
yeffel  belonging  to  Helvoetfluys ;  he  was 
juft  going  out  of  port  on  a  voyage,  when 
fhehearing  he  had  got  a  mifliefs  with  him, 
followed  him  in  an  open  boat  ■,  as  fcon  as 
file  had  got  on  the  quarter-deck,  fhe  flew 
at  her  hufhand,  and  attempted  to  ftrike 
him  with  fueh  impetuofity,thathe  thought 
ft  moft  prudent  to  flip  on  one  fide,  and 
let  her  make  the  impreffion  of  her  fingers 
upon  the  waves  rather  than  his  face;  he 
was  not  much  out  in  his  ideas  of  the  con- 
fequence  ;  for  meeting  nocppofition,  fhe 
went  dirc&Iy  overboard,  and  it  was  my 
unfortunate  lot  to  lay  the  foundation  foV 
bringing  this  happy  pair  together  again. 

I  can  eafily  conceive  what  execrations 
the  huiband  loaded  me  with,  when,  upon 
his  return,  he  found  this  gentle  creature 
waiting  his  arrival,  and  learned  the  means 
by  whicfl  fhe  came  into  the  world  again. 

However,  great  as  the  injury  is  which 
1  have  done  this  poor  devil,  J  hope  he 
will  die  in  charity  with  me,  as  my  motive 
was  good,  though  the  confequences  t» 
him,  are  it  muft  bl  confeled,  horrible;” 
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C  H  A  P.  XV. 

This  is  a  very  flfort  chapter y  hut  contains 
a  fa5t  for  which  the  Barones  nitfnory 
ought  to  be  dear  to  every  Englijhmany  e% 
fecially  thofe  who  may  hereafter  have  the 
misfortune  of  being  made  pr  if  oners  of 
war. 

OM  my  return  from  Gibralter  I  trav¬ 
elled  by  way  of  France  to  England. 
Being  a  foreigner,  this  was  not  attend¬ 
ed  with  any  inconvenience  to  me.  I 
found  in  the  harbor  of  Calais  a  fhip  juft 
arrived,  with  a  number  of  Englifh  failors, 
as  prifoners  of  war.  1  immediately  con- 
ceived  an  idea  of  giving  thefe  brave  fel¬ 
lows  their  liberty,  which  /  accomplifhed 
as  follows  :  After  forming  a  patr  of  large 
^ings,  each  of  them  forty  yards  long,  and 
fourteen  wide,  and  annexing  them  ro 
myfelf,  I  mounted  at  break  of  day,  when 
every  creature,  even  the  watch  upon 
deck,  were  faft  alleep ;  as  /n.  over 
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tht"  (hip,  I  fattened  thr^^  g'*3pling  irotfs 
to  the  tops  of  the  three  mafts,  with  my 
fling,  and  fairly  lifted  her  fevcral  yards 
out  of  ihe  water,  and  then  proceeded  a- 
crofs  to  Dover,  where  I  arrived  in  half 
an  1‘iOtir !  Having  no  further  occafion  for 
thefe  win:  s,  I  made  them  a  prefent  to 
the  governor  of  Dover  Caftle,  where  they 
are  now  exhibited  to  the  curious. 

As  to  the  prifoncrs,  and  the  French¬ 
men  who  guarded  thern,  they  did  not 
wake  till  they  had  been  near  two  hours 
in  Dover  Pifr^  The  moment  the  Ena- 

liftimen  underftood  their  fuuation,  they

changed  places  with  their  guard,  and 
took  back  what  they  had  been  plundered 
of  ;  hut  to  more ^  for  they  were  too  gen¬ 
erous  to  retaliate,  and  pl-under  them  in 
return^

IN  a  voyage  whick  I  made  to  the  EaR: 

Indies  with  Captain  Hamilton,  I  took 
a  favourite  pointer  with  me !  he  was,  to 
nfe  a  common  phrale,  worth  his  weight 
in  gold,  for  he  never  deceived  me.  One 
day,  when  v/c  were,  by  the  bed  obferva-i 
tions  vvecoold  make,  atleaft  300  leagues 
from  land,  my  dog  pointed  ;  I  obferved 
^  him  for  n?:ar  an  hour  with*  aftoniftimeni:, 
^ind  men  tioned  the  circumftancc  to  the 
Captain,  and  every  officer  on  board,  af^ 
ferting  that  we  muft  be  near  land,  for  my 
dog  fmek  game  :  this  occafioned  a  gen- 
C'^al  laugh  hut  that  did  not  alter  in  the 
leaft  the  good  opinion  /had  of  my  dog.^ 
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After  ivuch  converfation  pro  and  con, 
I  boldly  told  the  Captain  I  placed  more 
confidence  in  Tray’s  nole  than  /did  in 
the  eyes  of  every  feaman  on  board,  a  nd 
therefore  boldly  propofed  laying  the  fum 
I  had  agreed  to  pay  for  my  paflage,  (viz* 
one  hundred  guineas)  that  we  fhould  find 
game  within  half  an  hour;  the  Captain(a 
good  hearty fellow)laughed  again,  defired 
Mr.  Crawford,  the  Surgeon,  who  was  prcf- 
ent  to  feel  my  pulft  ;  he  did  fo,  and  re¬ 
ported  me  in  perfeft  health  :  the  follow¬ 
ing  dialogue  between  them  took  place  j 
I  overheard  it,  though  fpoken  low,  and 
at  fprrc  diftan«e.  , 

Captaini  His  brain  i<  turned  ;  I  can¬ 
not  with  honour  accept  his  wager. 

burgeon,  I  am  of  a  different  opinion  ; 
he  is  qui  te  fane,  and  depends  more  upon 
the  fcent  of  his  dog  than  he  will  upon  the 
judgment  of  all  the  officers  on  board  ;  he 
wi  1  certainly  lofe,  and  he  richly  merits 
it.

the  bones  daily,  and  fometimes  a  whole 
bird.

A  second  trip  to  the  moon. 

I  HAVE  already  informed  you  of  one 
rrip  1  made  to  the  Moon,  in  fearch  of 
my  fiiver  hatchet  ;  i  after^^al;ds  rrade  a- 
n  other  in  a  much  pleafanter  manner,  and 
ftaid  i  n  it  long  enough  to  take  notice  of 
feveral  things,  which.  I  will  endeavour  to 
deferibe  as  accurately  as  rpy  memory 
will  permit,  .  ./ji  .  , 

1  went  ^  voyage  of  diicovery,  at  the 
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requeft  of  a  diftant  relation  \vho  had  a 
ftrange  notion  that  there  were  people  to 
be  found  equal  in  magnitude  to  thofede- 
fcribcd  by  Gulliver  in  the  empire  of 
Brohdininag.  For  my  part  I  always  treat¬ 
ed  that  account  as  fabulous^;  however,  to 
oblige  him,  for  he  had  made  me  his 
beir,  /undertook  it,  and  failed  for  the 
South  Seas,  •  where  we  arrived  without 
meeting,  any  thing  remarkable,  except 
fomeflyir.g  men  and  women,  who  were 
'^playing  at*  leap-frog,  and  dancing  minu¬ 
ets  in  the  air. 

On  theCighfeenth  day  afterwe  had  pafT^ 
ed  the  ifland  of  Otaheite,  mentioned  by 
Captain  Cook,  as  the  place  from  whence 
they  brought  Omai,  a  hurricane  blew  our 
ftiip  at  leafl:  one  thoufand  leagues  above 
the  furface  of  the  water,  and  kept  it  at 
that  height  till  a  frefh  gale  arifing,  filled 
the  fails  in  every  parr,  and  onwards  wc 
travelled  at  a  prodigious  rate  5  thus  we 
proceeded  above  the  clouds  for  fix  weeks; 
at  Idft  wedifeovered  a  great  land  in  the 
fkv,  like  a  fliining  ifland,  round  and  bright, 
when  coming  into  a  couvenient  harbor 
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we  went  on  ftiorc,  and  foon  found  it  was 
iRHabited.  Below  .us '  we  faw  another 
earth,  containing  cities,  tfeeS,  moun- 
tains,  rivers,  feas,  &c.  which  we,  conjec¬ 
tured  was  this  .world  which  we  had  left. 

Here  we  faw  huge  figures  iriding  upon 
vultures  of  a  prodigious  fi?e,  apd'  each 
©f  them  having  three  heads  :  to  form 
fome  idea  of  the  magnitude  o^  theje  birds, 
I  muft  inform  you,  that  each  of  their 
wings  are  as  wide;  and  fix  tirncs  the  length 
of  the  main-fheet  of  pur  veffel,  which  was 
about  fix  hundred  tons  burthen.  Thus, 
inftead  of  riding  upon  hof  fes,  as  we  do 
in  this  world,  the  inhabitants  of  the  moon 
(for  we  now  found  we  w^efe  in  rriadam 
Luna  ) fly  about  on  thefe  birds.  Theltirig 
we  found  was  engaged  in  a. war  with  the 
SUN,  and  he  offered  me  a  commifTion, 
but  I  declined  the  honor  his  Majefty  in¬ 
tended  me. 

Every  thing  in  world  is  of  extraor¬ 
dinary  magnitude  j  a  common  fle;^  being 
much  larger  than  one  of  our  fheep :  in 
making  war,  their  principal  weapons  are 
radifhes,  which  are  ufed  as  darts  j  thofe 
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who  are  wbiinded  by  them,  die  immedi^ 
ately.  Their  fliields  are  made  of  mufti- 
rooms,  and  their  darts  (when  radifticsare 
out  of  feaifon)  of  the  tops  of  afparagus. 

Some  of  the  natives  of  the  dog-ftar  arc 
to  be  fecri  here ;  commerce  tempts  them 
to  ramble  :  their  faces  are  like  large  maf- 
tiffs,  with. their  eyes  rear  the  lower  end 
or  tip  of  their  noies  :  they  have  no  eye* 
leds,  but  cover  their  eyes  with  the  end 
of  their  tongues  when  they  go  to  fleep  j 
they  arc  generally  twenty  feet  high  ;  as 
to  the  natives  of  the  moon,  none  of  them 
are  lefs  in  ftaturc  than  thirty-fix  feet,  or 
more^  they  are  not  called  the  human 
fpccies.,  bwt.  the  cooking  animals,  for 
they  all  drefs  their  food  by  fire,  as  we  do, 
but  loofe  no  time  at  their  meals,  as  they 
open  their  left  fide,  and  place  the  whole 
quandty  at  once  in  their  ftomach,  then 
fhut  it  again,  till  the  fame  day  in  the 
next  month }  for  they  never  indulge 
thernfelves  with  food  moje  than  twelve 
times  ih  a  year,  or  once  a  month  ;  all  but 
glut  ons  and  epicures  muft  prefer  this 
method  to  ours. 
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There  is  but  one.  fex  either  of  the  cook¬ 
ing  or  aqy  other  animals  in  the  moon  ; 
they  are  all  produced  from  trees  of  vari¬ 
ous  fizes  and  foliage  ;  that  which  produ¬ 
ces  the  cooking  aniirial;  or  human'  fpe- 
cies,  is  much  more  beautiful  than*  any  of 
the  others  ;  it  has  large  ftrait  boughs,  and 
flefh  coloured  leaves,  and  the  fruit  it  pro¬ 
duces  are  nuts  or  pods,  with  hard  Ihells, 
'at  lead  two  yards  long  ;  when  they  be¬ 
come  ripe,  which  is  known  from  their 
changing  colour,  they  are  gathered  with 
great  care,  and  laid  by  as  long  as  they 
think  proper  :  when  they  choofe  to  pro^ 
ducethe  feed  of  thefe  nuts,  they  throw 
them  into  a  large  chaldron  of  boiling  wa¬ 
ter,  which  opens  the  (hells  in  a  few  hours, 
ana  out  jumps  the  animal. 

Nature  forms  their  minds  for  different 
purfuits  before  they  come  into  the  world  ; 
from  One  (hell  comes  fourth  fuch  a  war¬ 
rior,  from  another  a  philofopher,  from  a 
third  a  divine,  from  a  fourth  a  lawyer, 
from  a  fifth  a  farmer,  &c.  &c.  and  each 
of  them  immediately  begjn  to  perfc6l 
themfelves,  by  pradifing  what  they  be¬ 
fore  knew  only  in  theory. 
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When  they  grow  old  they  do  not  die 
but  turn  into  air,  and  defolve  like  imoke, 
as  for  their  drink,  they  need  none,  the 
only  evacuations  they  have  are  infenfible, 
aod  by  theif  breath.  They  have  but  one 
finger  upon  each  hand,  with  which  they 
perform  every  thing  ini  as  perfeQ;  a  man¬ 
ner  as  we,  who  have  four  befides  the 
thumb.  Their  heads  are  placed  under 
their  right-arm  ;  and  when  they  are  go¬ 
ing  to  travel,  or  about  any  violent  exer- 
cife,  they  generally  leave  them  at  home} 
for  they  can  confult  them  at  any  diftancc; 
this  is  a  common  pradicc}  and  when 
thofe  of  rank  or  quality  among  the  Lu¬ 
narians  have  an  inclination  to  fee  what’s 
going  forward  among  the  common  peo¬ 
ple,  they  ftay  at  home,  i.  e.  the  body  flays 
at  home,  and  fends  the  head  only,  which 
iSjfuffered  to  be  prefent  incog,  and  re¬ 
turn  at  pleafurc  with  an  account  of  what 
has  paflTed. 

The  ftones  of  their  grapes  are  exadlly 
like  hail  j  and  I  am  perfedly  fatisfied, 
that  when  a  ftorm  or  high  wind  in  the 
Moon  lhakes  their  vines,  and  breaks  the 
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grapes  from  the  ftalks,  the  flones  fall 
down,  and  form  our  hail-fhowers.  I 
would  advifc  thofe  who  are  of  my  opinion 
to  fave  a  quantity  of  thofe  ftones  when  it 
hails  next,  and  make  Lunarian  wine. 

It  is  common  beverage  at  Sc.  Luke's, 

Some  material  circumftances  I  had 
nearly  omitted.  They  put  their  bellies 
to  the  fame  ufe  we  do  a  fack,  and  throw 
whatever  they  have  occafion  for  into  if, 
for  they  can  (hut  and  open  it  again  whe  n 
they  pleafe,  as  they  do  thcT  ftomachs; 
they  are  not  troubled  with  bowels,  liver, 
heart,  or  any  other  irtedifics,  neither 
are  thev  incumbered  with  cloth  s,  J'Or  is 
there  any  p^rt  of  their  bodies  unfeemly, 
or  inde:'ent  to  exhibit. 

Their  eves  they  can  lake  in  and  out  of 
their  places  when  tney  pleafe,  and  can  fee 
as  well  wi'.h  them  in  their  hands  as  in  their 
head  ;  and  if  bv  any  accident  they  )ofc 
or  damaie  one,  thev  can  borrow  or  pur- 
chafe  another,  and  fee  as  clearly  with  it 
as  their  own.  Dealers  in  eyes  are  on 
that  account  very  numerous  in  mofl:  parts 
of  the  Mjon,  and  m  4his  article  alone  all

MY  firft  vilit  to  Englafid  was  about 
the  begihnmg' of  thcprcfent  ^KingV^ 
rcit.n.

1  'Was  feading  to  fome  friends  at  Ham¬ 
burgh  r  After  that  bufinefs  was  over,  1 
took  the  Tower  Wharf  in  my  way  back.

1  -was  fo  much  fatigued  that  I  ftcpped  in* 
to  one  of  the  cannon  to  compofe  me,  wht  re 
I  fell  fa*!  afleejj.  This  was  about  noon  j 
it  was  the  fourth  of  June  :  exaifllv  a'  one 
o’clock,  thrfe  cannon  were  all  difch  tried 
inmemor.'  of  the  da',  ;  they  had  been  all 
charged  that  morningi  and  having  no 
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fufpicion  of  tny  fituation,  I  was  ftot  o- 
Tcr  the  houfes  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the 
river,  into  a  farmer’s  yard,  between  Ber- 
mondfey  and  Deptford,  where  I  felj  upon 
*  large  hay-cock,  without  waking,  and 
and  continued  there  in  a  found  fleep  ti.'l 
hay  became  fo  extravagantly  dear  (which 
was  about  three  months  after,)  that  the 
farmer  found  it  his  interefi  to  lend  his 
his  whole  Hock  to  market  :  the  cock  I 
was  repofi;  g  upon  was  the  Jargeft  in 
the  yard,  containing  above  five  hundred 
loads ;  they  began  to  cut  that  firft. 
I  waked,  (with  the  voices  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  alcended  the  ladders  to 
begin  at  the  top)  and  got  up,  totally  ig. 
TiOrant  of  my  fituation  ;  in  attempting  to 
riinawav,  1  fell  upon  the  farmer  to  whorn 
the  hay  belonged,  and  broke  hisntek, 
yet  received  no  injury  niyfe  f  !  I  af  er- 
wards  found,  to  ni”  great  confola  ion, 
that  this  fellow  was  a  moll  detefiable 
charafter,  al-vavs  keeping  the  produce 
®fhis  grounds  for  extravagant  markets-
